Bucharest, March 23. — King Charles 
today refused to receive In audience 
a delegation of students from Jassy 
University, who desired to urge him to 
support the peasants in tlio present 
movement. The delegates, incensed at 
his majesty's refusal, got out a number 
of pamphlets; Inciting the population 
to assist tile revolted peasantry. These 
are now being: widely distributed In 
Bucharest. 

Severe Fighting, 
Vienna, March 23. — According to a 
telegram received hero today from 
Czernowltz, on the Roumanian border, 
Herpole and Rudest! have been cap- 
tured by peasants, who took the places 
by assault and pillaged and devastated 
them. 

The attack on MisalenI, Roumanla, 
continues, the peasants uninterruptedly 
assaulting the town. The troops, it is 
added, have thus far been unable to 
drive back the peasants, and many 
have been killed or wounded on both 
sides. A letter has reached the Israel- 
ite aliianco from Poduilaeli, Roumanla, 
stating that every Jewish, building there 
has been destroyed, and that a great 
many Jews and their wives and child- 
ren have been injured. The peasants 
who attacked the place were incited by 
speeches delivered by a teach 
longing to one of the public 
who urged the expulsion nf all Jew 
from the farms and residences occupied 
by Jews. 

Cacona, Bosla and Paprlknl In Rou- 
manla are reported to have been com- 
pletely destroyed by a band of 2,000 
peasants. Only buildings where the in- 
habitants placed crucifixes between 
lighted candles in the windows were 
spared. 

Devastation. 

Czernowitz, Austria, March 23. — Mer- 
chants who have arrived here from 
Jassy, Roumania, say that the devasta- 
tion wrought by the peasants is far 
more widespread than reported. For 
six days Jassy has been besieged by 
thousand of raiders. Every morning 
the commander of the troops tries in 
vain to negotiate for a settlement with 
the besiegers, but the latter will not 
budge until forced to do so by the ar- 
rival of additional troops. The resi- 
dents of Jassy fear that unless out- 
side regiments are quickly brought in 
the ' local soldiers may join the 
peasants. From Panclu, district of 
Fokshanu, comes a report that the 
banks thero have been pillaged. Num- 
bers of the Jews tied to Marashostlo, 
but only to bo driven out, many of 
the women and children being obliged 
to tlee half dressed. 

Bucharest, March 23.— A deputation 
of land owners headed by Prince Ghika 
was received In audience by King 
Charles today and received assurance 
that no efforts would be spared to end 
the peasant troubles. The king prom- 
ised to devote his most earnest atten- 
tion to restoring order in Moldavia. IIo 
held politics responsible for the wholo 
trouble, and said the country was bet- 
ter governed thirty years ago than It 
was today. The present administration 
did not answer to the needs of the 
times, The politicians, h!is majesty 
declared, must forthwith set to work 
and solve the Agrarian and Semitic 
questions. 

A DANGEROUS LOAD 

Thirteen Cars of Dynamite Pulled by 
Engine No. 13 

Port Arthur, March 23. — A train 
consisting of thirteen cars of dynamite 
passed through here last night on the 
C. P. R., for western railway construc- 
tion work. The employees of the 
railway who were on the train stated 
that they never had a smoother ride 
on a Pullman. The engine was No. 13 
and the engineer was therefore par- 
ticularly careful to pull his train with 
as few jerks as possible. This is the 
biggest shipment of explosives that 
ever went over the C. P. It. in a single 
train. 



VETERAN GERMAN EDITOR 

Brest, Prussia, March 23. — Heinrich 
Von ICorn, proprietor of the Schlesls 
ehe Zeitung, is dead. Ho was 7S years 
old, and left a fortune of about $22,000 
The paper, which is ono of the oldest 
in Germany, has been in the family for 
ono hundred and seventy-live years. 
It is Conservative in politics and rep 
resents the views of the landed no 
blllty. 



U. S. AND GERMANY. 

Treaty Wantod to Cover Men From 
Alsaco and Lorraine. 

Berlin, March 23. — - United States 
Ambassador Tower has opened negoti- 
ations with the German government in 
behalf of the United States for a sup- 
plementary treaty regarding the re- 
cognition of naturalized Americans in 
the Relchsland, formerly the provinces 
of Alsace and Lorraine. The treaty 
oegotiated by Minister Bancroft in 
1SGS with the German confederation, 
and Its supplementary treaty have been 
recognized by the imperial authorities 
throughout Germany, except in tho 
territory of Alsace Lorraine, which 
was annexed to Germany after the 
Franco -Prussian war. 

Consequently, a native of Alsace- 
Lorraine naturalized in the United 
States as an American, if he returns 
to his former home, Is Immediately 
held liable for military service, or is 
punished for evading such service. The 
United States lias always resisted this 
contention of the German government, 
with the result that there has been a 
diplomatic conflict lasting thirty-five 
years, which led to much trouble and 
an enormous amount of correspond- 
ence. Recently Mr. Tower obtained 
an intimation that Germany was will- 
ing to consider a treaty, whereupon 
the state department at Washington 
authorized him to begin negotiations.

FOUR OF PARTY TAKEN OUT DEAD

Many Men Killed on Both Sides 
and Prominent Hondurans 
Captured 



Managua, Nicaragua, March 23. — Ad- 
vices received here from the front to- 
ichools, (day say that the army of President 
Bonnilla of Honduras has been at- 
tacked and defeated near Marcita 
(Marilla) by the Honduras revolution- 
ists and Nicaragua n army, after ten 
hour's hard fighting. ■ Boimllla's troops, 
it is added, left behind them their 
camp equipment, artillery, rides and 
ammunition. Among the prisoners cap- 
tured are General Solero Barahona, tho 
Honduran minister of war, 'who Is 
severely wounded, General Christmas, 
the American soldier, formerly of 
Memphis, Tenn., and other leading of- 
ficers of the Honduran forces. Many 
men were killed or wounded on both 
sides, but no details of the engage- 
ment are available owing to the lack 
of direct tclegrapnlc communication. 
President Zelaya is successfully direct- 
ing tlic operations of his army from 
Managua. 

New Orleans. La., March 23. — The 
Vaccaro line steamer Habil, which was 
seized and held for several hours by 
Honduran forces at Cleba, Honduras, 
on March 17, reached Xew Orleans to- 
day and reports that on March 17 a 
naval engagement took place between 
the gunboat Totumla and the Nicara- 
guan gunboat Omelope, off the coast 
of Honduras, about 20_mlles from Tru- 
jillo. Two Shots were tired into the 
bow of the Omelope which then with- 
drew. 



Vancouver, March 23— Eight men 
were burled by a snowslide at the 
Britannia mines, Howe Sound, this 
morning, four of whom were killed, the 
others being rescued. 

During the past few days live feet of 
snow fell, and the weather was soft. 
Just as the men were starting out this 
morning the slide swept down without 
any warning, carrying -them away. 
Tho donkey engine houso was com- 
pletely demolished. The camp was 
located behind largo timber and in 
what was thought to bo a safe place. 
Tho snow crashed tho trees down, 
clearing off tho land. 

Tho dead are: McBride, first name 
unknown; Donald McPberson, James 
Wilson and a Japanese. Wilson and 
his brother wero standing close to- 
gether, the latter being one of the first 
to be pulled out. Ho is badly bruised 
about tho head. 

Tli is is the first accident of the kind 
at the camp, and a sad one, as only 20 
men were in the gang. As some had 
gone into the bunkhouso they escaped, 
the victims being those who remained 
outside, it having been decided that 
no work was to be done today. The 
steamer Britannia brought the bodies 
to this city this evening. An inquest 
will be held on Monday.

— The high sheriff 
has iixod April 9 for tho execution by 
hanging of Horace George Rayner, 
wiio was convicted and sentenced to 
death in tho central criminal court 
hero yesterday for the murder of Wil- 
liam Whlteley, tho dry goods merchant 
of Wostbourno Grove, on January 24. 



BERLIN BOURSE DEPRESSED 

Berlin, March 23. — Operators on tho 
bourse here today experienced one of 
the worst days in several yeatrs. Fol- 
lowing tho slight recoveries made du-r 
ing recent days, most lines dropped 
heavily on yesterday's reports from 
New York, and apprehension that, the 
Paris bank rates may bo further 
raised. 



GERMAN ARMY TRAINING. 



Berlin, March 23. — The government 
has ordered 244,844 army reserve men, 
and men enrolled in the territorial 
army, to join the colors for a fort- 
night's service, in order to receive 
training with the now field gun, and 
tho modified rifle with improved am- 
munition. 



FIGHT IN VENEZUELA 

Caracas, arch 20. — Via WlMllems- 
tad, Curacao, March, 23. — It is unof- 
ficially reported that General Juin 
Pablo Penalosa, the Venezuelan revo- 
lutionist, who, with -100 men invaded 
tho state of Taehlra from Colombia on 
March 17th, was met and defeated by 
4,000 regular troops under General Ce- 
lestino Castro, brother of President 
Castro. Details of the engagement aro 
unobtainable yet, owing to tho fact 
that telegraph wires are cut. Another 
report says that Celestino Castro was 
not engaged with Fenaiosri's forces, 
but with a band of guerillas.

London, March 23. — A firm of Phila- 
delphia dealers secured (he pick yes- 
terday of the early English books 
collected by W.C. VanAntwerp, of New 
York, Which were sold at Sotheby's 
auction rooms. Today a first folio 
Shakespeare sold for $18,000 and a first 
edition of Isaac Walton's "Compleat 
Angler," was purchased by a London 
dealer for $6,450. The whole collec- 
tion, consisting of 243 lots, brought 
$81,755.

The Spitzee, as all Rossland- 
ers know, has shipped a few thousand 
tons of ore containing good values, 
but, llko many others, the company 
owning the Spitzee group 
hampered for want of funds, and hi 
only worked the property at Intervals. 
As the Spitzee is situated some little 
distance from the other working mines 
in Rossland, its success would mean 
much, not only for those immediately 
Interested, but for the communltv as 
a whole. If there is a mine in (lie 
Spitzee, wo hope to ascertain that fact 
within a few months, as it is our in- 
tention to put men on at once and pro- 
ceed with development." 

Mr. McMillan further stated that he 
was not at liberty to mention the 
terms of the option, further than that 
the Lo Roi company had a working 
bond covering a long period.

London, March 23. — The despatches 
from Washington containing Secretary 
of State Root's proposals for a settle- 
ment of the questions In dispute be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
are the subject of considerable com- 
ment hero. With the exception of 
that in regard to tho tariff, the sugges- 
tions have been favorably received, 
although it is admitted that Canada 
is tho 'best judge of how tho various 
questions should bo settled. 

It is officially pointed out that, con- 
trary to the statement made in the 
despatches, an agreement in principle 
has not boon reached with respect to 
sealing. It is true that Canada had 
agreed to accept a monetary recom- 
pense for tho loss of this Industry, but 
other considerations must bo discussed. 

In this connection it is expected that 
Ambassador Bryco's conferences at 
Ottawa will further the negotiations; 
but that Great Britain does not expect 
an immediate arrangement is shown by 
tho fact that preparations havo boon 
made to discuss tho wholo question 
with Premier Laurier of Canada, who 
is coming to London in April in order 
to attend tho colonial conference. The 
presence hero of tho premier of New- 
foundland, Sir Robert Bond, will also 
bo taken advantage of in an endeavor 
to reconcile the views of the. imperial 
and colonial authorities in the matter 
of tho Newfoundland llsheries dispute.

Berlin, March 23. — A despatch to tho 
Tageblatt from Hanover . says that 
Eddie Krleger, 12 years old, tho son 
of Goorgo Krleger of Chicago, who 
married tho daughter of Dr. Bart, a 
millionaire, has been kidnapped toy 
two masked persons while tho lad was 
staying at Hamburg. Apparently young 
Krleger has been twice kidnapped. Tho 
boy's father, after securing a divorco 
from his wife in America, secretly 
brought tho boy to Germany and on- 
trusted him to a friend residing in 
Hanover, where he was educated. The 
lad's mother, who has since married a 
Dr. MaeDonald.iCame to Germany, ob- 
tained possession of the hoy and took 
him with great secrecy to Hamburg, 
from which place he has now mysteri- 
ously disappeared.

FROZEN TO DEATH 

Severe New Brunswick Storm Claimed 
Four Victims 



Bathurst, N. B., Marcli 23. — News 
has been received here of a fatality 
which occurred at St. Simon, a small 
place between Caraquot and Shlppegan, 
on Wednesday afternoon. During the 
h-savy gale the roof and upper portion 
of St. John Comcau's residence was 
blown down. The family had to leave 
tho house.

French Doctor Beaten to Death

Tangier, Morocco, Marcli 23. — A 
courier who arrived hero today from 
Morocco City reported that Dr. Mau- 
champs. a French subject, had been 
assassinated by natives, who are ex- 
tremely agitated in consequence of tho 
operations of the geodetic mission 
commanded by Professor Genty, and 
for which signal posts were fixed on 
tho roof of the doctor's house. Tho 
Moorish authorities, it is added, make 
no attempt to maintain order, and 
anxiety is felt relative to tho fato of 
Professor Genty and his wife. 

Tlie report of Dr. Manchamps' assas- 
sination was confirmed later by tho 
French minister. 

The assassination of Dr. Mauchamps 
was particularly atrocious. Ho was 
fired on and then beaten to death by 
a mob. 

Washington, March 23.— Tho Amer- 
ican minister at Tangier, Morocco, re- 
ported to tho state department that at 
a meeting of the diplomatic corps with 
the Moorish delegates today, tho 
French minister announced the stoning 
to death of a French doctor at Morocco 
City by natives. The meeting ad- 
journed at once as a murk of sym- 
pathy. 



San Francisco, March 23. — The grand 
jury today filed with Presiding Judge 
Coffey of tho superior court thirteen 
indictments against S. A. K. Detwiler, 
a capitalist of Toledo, Ohio, and ono of 
tho incorporators of tho Homo Tele- 
phone Company, who is accused of 
felony In having bribed supervisors in 
the interest of tho corporation. 

Nino indictments were returned 
against Louis Glass, vice president and 
general manager of the Pacific States 
Telegraph & Telephone Co., also ac- 
cused of having bribed members of tho 
board of supervisors. Bail was fixed 
at U0..OUO in each indictment, and war- 
rants were issued.

VANCOUVER BOY KILLED 

Vancouver, March 23— Clarence Mad- 
dams, aged 15, was shot and Instantly 
killed this afternoon by Robert Little, 
12 years old. The boys had gone out 
duck shooting, and Maddams left his 
loaded gun on tho ground. Littlo 
Iiicked it up und accidentally dis- 
charged it, blowing off the top of 
Maddams' head. 



LUMBERING OPERATIONS 

Prince Albert, March 23. — The lum- 
ber camps have begun to break up, 
and tlie men are beginning to drift 
Into the city. Some 750 men came in 
this week. The drive on tho Shell 
river and Red rivar lias started, and 
tho water is running freely on the up- 
per stretches of tho river. If fino 
weather continues, the drive will bo 
completed Jjy April 1.

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The question of tho right of women 
to vote was thoroughly discussed at 
the city hall yesterday evening, at the 
meeting held for tho purpo.se of pro- 
testing against the recommendation 
for the amendment of the Municipal 
Elections act, made by the Victoria 
Property Owners' association. Or per- 
haps "discussed" wis hardly the proper 
word — thero was any amount of talk, 
it is true, some oratory of really quite 
a high order being delivered in tho 
course of the evening, but for tho most 
part the talk was all on tho side of 
the ladies. Only one gentleman, E. 
Bragg, ventured to suggest that the 
timo was perhaps not yet quito ripe 
for tho extension of the suffrage to 
women, and the amount of noise which 
his statement drew forth was romark- 
] able in so comparatively ami H a 
nice ting. 

All the old arguments in favor of 
women's suffrage, together with some 
new ones, were marshaled and made 
to do duty over again by the various 
speakers, while several of those who 
took the platform tired many a shaft 
dippeil in verbal venom at the Prop- 
erty Owners' association, for having 
interfered in matters which it was 
claimed were quite outside its sphere. 
Rev. Mr. Dean's Views 

Rev. Mr. Dean was the first speak- 
er. Mr. Dean proceded by methodi- 
cally presenting to his audience what 
ho considered to be the requisites of 
a properly qualified voter, and then 
comparing the comparative rights of 
men and women to tho franchise. 

"Intelligence, honor and courage are 
the three great requirements of u 
voter," was his declaration. 

"As to women not being intelligent 
enough to vote," said lie, "shall it be 
said that our mothers, daughters, and 
sisters aro so lacking in education 
and mental equipment as not to be 
able to grasp the idea of the general 
good of the country Could they not 
grasp it better than many men who 
have votes? And yoc they are pro- 
hibited from exercising the right of 
the franchise. It is not necessary for 
a person to own property or to pay 
taxes before they can appreciate what 
is for the good of the country. The 
payment of dues does not open our 
eyes in that respect. The only quali- 
flcation necessary for the person who 
would properly exercise the right of 
the franchise is an idea of the duties 
of citizenship and that idea, I claim 
that women can have just as well as 
men." 

Mr. Dean traced the custom which 
prohibited women from voting back to 
tho days when, as he expressed it. 
"John was sent to school, and got all 
the education, while sister stayed at 
home and made beds. It wasn't thought 
necessary that sister should have any 
education, because, well because she 
was sister." 

"Why," cried Mr. Dean enthusiasti- 
cally, although withal with a note of 
regret In his voice for the vanished 
glory of his sex-, "the girls are every- 
where outstripping the boys of the 
present day, so far as ducation Is con- 
cerned. In all the great sphere of 
matters educational, from Victoria at 
the hub to Oxford, -away out on the 
rim of the circle, it is admitted that 
tho girls are the equals if not the 
superiors of tho men." 

Mr. Dean then turned his attention 



its place. This Idea of competition 
would have to he removed before there 
could, ho a satisfactory settlement of 
the vexed question. 

"This feeling of competition has 
caused tho floodgates of ridicule and 
criticism to ho opened upon tho women 
.who have striven for the suffrage," 
said Mrs. Spofford, evidently with 
some Idea of the famous "suffragettes" 
of Hyde park in her mind. 

"Tho natures of man and of woman 
are different. Turn to the pages of 
Holy Writ, and thero in tho first book, 
you will find that difference set forth. 
Man was made to seek dominion and 
power. His nature is more strongly 
physical, more combative than that of 
the woman. It is for him to seek to 
conquer and to subdue. And yet the 
Creator made no mistake when he saw 
that man needed a helpmate, and pro- 
vided tho woman. The woman has the 
stronger moral character, and thus the 
nature of one acts as tho complement 
of that of tlic other. Neither would 
he complete without tho other, and 
neither working out by 1 1 Keif could at- 
tain to tho highest state of develop- 
ment." 

The laws, stated Mrs. Spofford, had 
been made by men, and were moulded 
according to tho conceptions of men. 
They needed the refining influence of 
the woman before they could be per- 
fect. To woman accordingly should 
be granted some say in the making of 
the laws of the country and for this 
enfranchisement was necessary. 

"If the women are to give to the 
race the statesmen and tho lawgivers 
it is but right that to them should be 
accorded some power In the drawing 
up of the laws under which their chil- 
dren are to bo brought up. Then too, 
the Influence of women In the: govern- 
ment would be a purifying one. We 
are inclined to forget that tho only 
end of this human existence Is not the 
laying up of material wealth. The 
production of soul wealth for the na- 
tion Is a higher and more worthy aim." 

Finally Mrs. Spofford told her hear- 
ers that to refuse a woman the right 
of .suffrage was to cast on her the slur 
of inferiority. 

"When you withhold the franchise 
from tho women," she said, "you de- 
grade her, you brand her with the 
brand of inferiority. And so closely 
are th-> interests of men and women 
interwoven, that it is impossible to 
degrade the woman without also de- 
grading the man. You degrade a 
woman when you refuse her tho fran- 
chise, and the more intelligent and 
well educated she is the more docs she

"Our girls have as much honor as 
our boys," said he, "that goes as a 
bare statement, I don't need to say 
anything towards proving it, or to on 
large upon it at all," and th 
cheered enthusiastically. 

"And as for the courage of our 
girls, why that goes, I think, on tho 
face of it also. No man would denv 
that women arc courageous; least of 
all t ho married men; as a matter of 
fact I don't believe they would dare 
to. Women are courageous, thev have 
tho courage of their convictions, and 
they are not afrahl to make their con- 
victions known." and the audience, or 
at least the male portion of it, cheered 
louder than ever. 

"In short, I feel that I can with truth 
say, although I must first apologize 
to the ladies for saying II, that they 
are quite equal to the men," said Mr. 
Dean in summing up. 

Mr. Dean dealt at some length with 
tho Property Owners' association, cal- 
ling down that body In no uncertain 
terms for having attempted to limit 
the franchise. 

"Mhy should the properly owners of 
tho city have taken upon themselves 
to seek the reduction of the fran- 
chise?" he asked his hearers. "Why 
should they undertake to rule the city? 
We are getting past I he day when 
radios counted for everything.

Tho One Remody 
W. Marchant followed Mrs. Spofford 
witli a fiery speech, In which he de- 
nounced the Property Owners, tracing 
lo tlie men of their kind every ill which 
had come upon the city and the state 
ami finding the sole remedy for all 
fhe evils winch al present afflict the 
country In the enfranchisement of 
women. 

Mr. Marchant traced the Idea that 
women should not vote back to I he 
dark ages, when one portion of the 
people ruled '.11111 the other portion 
was ruled, and no one thought of 
questioning the correctness of the ex- 
isting order of things. 

"1 marvel," he said, "that anyone 
should attempt to revive Hint old no- 
tion that one party should rule and 
tho other be ruled. The resolution, of 
the Property Owners merely means 
that one part of the people — that part 
which owns property and pays taxes — 
is to be recognized as having Iho right 
to control the government, while tlio.se 
who pays no tuxes are lo be debarred 
from the privileges of self government, 
Because he pays taxes Is no particular 
reason why a man should have a vote.

Who is it, I ask 
that own the saloons and .the .houses 
of 111 fame in tills city — who but . tho 
property owners? Who are willing to 
shield them all they can, in order that 
they may continue to draw fat rentals? 
Who endeavor to pass laws to retain 
for themselves the proceeds of these 
evil institutions'. 1 " 

Mr. Marchant pointed out that the 
contention that women should bo ex- 
cluded from the franchise because they 
did not pay taxes was hardly valid, 
Inasmuch as everyone either directly 
or indirectly paid taxes. 'Why even 
Mr. Sorby." he said, "the moving 
spirit of tho Property Owners' asso- 
ciation — I am sometimes tempted to 
call him the evil spirit, for I believe 
that he sometimes takes to himself 
seven spirits worse than himself— even 
he pays rent for the little office which 
he occupies in the Five Sisters block 
and out of this rent Is paid a part of 
tho taxes for the block." 

Mr. Marchant concluded by stating 
that if women had a hand in the af- 
fairs of the city, he believed that Vic- 
toria would be a better town, both 
from a moral, an aesthetic and a san- 
itary standpoint, and instead ol limit- 
ing the extent of the franchise, he 
suggested that the government take 
occasion by tho hand and make the 
bonds of freedom wider yet. 

Mr. Bragg's Temerity. 
E. Bragg next took tlie floor. Mr. 
Bragg stated that in his opinion Mr. 
Marchant had been rather hard on tho 
property owners, whom on tho whole, 
ho appeared to be inclined to regard 
as not such bad fellows after all. 
"Why, many of tlie ladles themselves 
are property owners," ho pointed out, 
and Mr. Marchant had to admit that 
such was indeed the case. 

Mr. Bragg talked for some time, 
getting more and more involved before 
lie finally came to the point of his ad- 
dress. When the point did come, 
however, it came clearly enough, and 
the reception it got was nothing short 
of startling. 

"I think that there may be still re- 
maining some work to be done, before 
we shall be in a position to extend 
to women universal suffrage," said 
Mr, Bragg, and immediately the room 
was In an uproar. The men laughed 
derisively, told Mr. Bragg to sit down 
or cheered him on, while from the la- 
dles came indignant shrieks of protest, 
and hisses like tlie escape of steam 
from a boiler with tlie safety valve 
lied down. 

Mr. Bragg was quite overcome by 
the storm which he had aroused, and 
sat down after one parting shot at tho 
excited audience. 

"If you believe in women's suffrage 
so strongly," said he, "go and do as I 
did; get a vote for your wife." 

Joseph Pelrson, A. Johnson and 
James Grant also spoke in the course 
of the meeting, but brought out no new 
points. The ground having been fair- 
ly well covered by 10 o'clock, and tho 
audience showing a tendency to dwin- 
dle away, tlie mayor, who occupied 
tlie chair, rose, and put before the 
meeting the' resolution, proposed by 
Mr. Marchant and seconded by Mr, 
Pelrson. It read as follows: "Resolv- 
ed that this meeting protests against 
any attempt to further limit the ex- 
tent of the franchise." 

On the recommendation of James 
Grant, it was decided lo appoint a 
committee to keep a watchful eye on 
the property owners and tlie legisla- 
ture, and to see that no improper 
amendments were railroaded into the 
Municipal Elections Act, while tho cit- 
izens were looking tho other way. The 
committee was appointed us follows: 
Jos. Poirson, Hev. Mr. Dean, Mrs. Day, 
president of the Local Council of Wo- 
men; Mrs. Spofford, Mrs. Gordon 
Grant, and A. Johnson.

Better Terms Resolution Expect-

—New Measures

"Tho discussion on the question of 
better terms for British Columbia will 
be taken up tomorrow afternoon, and 
It Is intended, if possible, that all gov- 
ernment bills shall be submitted before 
Wednesday." This statement was made 
by Premier McBride last night. If the 
programme as outlined is carried out 
it means that tho present week will 
mark the commencement of the real 
earnest work by the provincial legis- 
lature. Although the first fortnight or 
moro of the present session has seen 
the introduction and the consideration 
of somo measures of the utmost im- 
portance, among which might be men- 
tioned that proposing amendments to 
tho Assessment Act of 1903, short sit- 
tings have been the rule, and generally 
speaking, business has not been ad- 
vanced to any great extent. 

Better Terms Monday 
However, no further delay in respect 
to the debate on the Issue of better 
terms will bo permitted. It will bo 
opened on Monday afternoon by the 
Premier, and, in all probability, imme- 
diately following him will come the 
leader of the opposition, J. A. Maedon- 
ald. The former's .speech on this sub- 
ject, which is acknowledged to be ono 
of vital consequence to this province, 
is awaited with considerable interest 
by the public, as It will define In clear- 
cut terms the government's stand in 
regard to the matter. It might almost 
be said, however, that tho address of 
Mr. Macdonald will be listened to with 
oven greater attention. The Premier's 
attitude is well known, he having 
stated that ho would not deviate from 
the position he assumed while attend- 
ing the recent lnterprovinclal confer- 
ence at Ottawa. That of the opposi- 
tion, the Liberal party, is not as well 
understood. Therefore Mr. Macdon- 
ald's words, as defining his party's at- 
titude in respect to the claim put forth 
for special consideration from the fed- 
eral administration for British Colum- 
bia in recognition of her "peculiar 
physical conditions," will be closely 
followed. Doubtless others besides 
the leaders of the different sections 
represented In the House— it Is taken 
for granted that .the leader of tho 
Socialist party 1 will bo heard from — 
will wish to place themselves on rec- 
ord. In short it Is altogether probable 
that the debate will develop into one 
of the most spirited that has taken 
place within the legislative chamber of 
the province for years. 

Other Legislation 
"Retter Terms" is by no means all 
that .will be dealt with. The members 
Intend setting aside all Inclination to 
lethargy, and dealing with the matters 
placed before them as expeditiously as 
possible. There are still »ome bills on 
tho order paper which have to ibo put 
through the final stages before they 
are ready to receive the assent of the 
Lieutenant-Governor to become the 
law of the land.. These, it Is expected, 
will'' bo polished off with marked. rapid- 
ity. In addition a budget of measures, 
some of minor and others of special 
Importance, will be laid before the 
House by the government. Among 
the latter, In all probability, will be a 
definition of the proposed provincial 
policy In respect to the Indian reserve 
question. The fact that all the docu- 
ments and correspondence In the hands 
of the administration were handed 
down last week prepares tho way for 
legislative action In this matter. Then

"Sheep raising is another branch of 
agriculture, capable of great expans- 
ion. In the past the ranchers of the 
interior objected to sheep, as they aro 
such close feeders, and sheep-raising 
was confined chiefly to southern Van- 
couver Island, and the Gulf islands, 
where considerable numbers wero pro- 
duced. These are the most favorable 
parts of the province for shecp-ralslng, 
though they do well in many places in 
the Interior." 

We suggest to the Minister of 
Agriculture that this industry might 
with advantago bo made the subject 
of more detailed treatment than it has 
yet received. One might gather from 
the Bulletin mentioned that tho pro- 
vince is not adapted to sheep raising, 
but this is not the Intention sought to 
bo conveyed.

It is doubtful if this can be said truth- 
fully of any other port in Canada. 
Quatsino and Barkley sounds have un- 
doubted advantages over continental 
harbors, but so far as the approach 
from the ocean is concerned there is 
nothing comparable to the Strait of 
Juan do Fuca on tho Korthwest Coast 
of America. 

Tho Hudson's Bay route will furnish 
a means of communication with Europe 
during a part of the year, but the Van- 
couver Island ports will afford what 
is even more Important, a routo to the 
Orient available at all times, and also 
access to a routo to Europe, which is 
even now utilized by ships from Port- 
land, Tacoma and Seattle, laden with 
wheat. 

For a large portion of the wheat- 
grovvinff area of Central Canada, tho 
Vancouver Island ports are as con- 
veniently situated as any port on Hud- 
son's Bay,, and of course very much 
more so than the ports now in use upon 
the Atlantic seaboard. 

There is not very much which Cen- 
tral Canada will import that will be 
brought In by wav of Hudson's Bay In 
preference to other routes, because the 
shortness, of the season of navigation 
will prevent Its being utilized for that 
purpose to any very great degree. It 
is one thing to use a route for the 
shipment out of tho country of com- 
modities already plied up awaiting 
transportation, and quite another to 
ships goods into a oount-y by such a j ro8 
route. Moreover, there is nothing, £ s 
far as any one knows, around 'lie 
shores of Hudson's Bay which Centml 
Canada will consume and nothing in 
the region intervening between tho 
shore of the bay and the wheat-grow- 
ing area. Traffic over the Hudson's 
Bay railway will, as far as we are able 
to see now, be chiefly, if not almost 
wholly, in one direction. On the other 
hand Vancouver Island is Ailed wil.li 
natural wealth and can be made to 
produce much more, for which there 
will be a certain demand in Central 
Canada, and moreover the traffic east- 
bound from the Orient will naturally 
seek these ports. A lino to the Van- 
couver Island coast would be a traffic- 
carrier in both directions. 

A railway to Hudson's Bay would no 1 
bo a powerful competitor for passenger 
travel because of the short period dur- 
ing which it would be available, and 
tho disinclination of travelers to go by 
way of northerly latitudes. A rail- 
way to Victoria would be a favorite 
route of travel to and from the Orient, 
Australasia, Mexico and South Amer- 
ica. 

Wo repeat Hin t wo have not a word 
to say against the Hudson's Bay route, 
but on the contrary join in the ad- 
vocacy of it, and applaud tho decision 
to provide for it:-! construction out of 
moneys derived from the sale of lands 
in Central Canada; but we also urge 
the building of a line from the plains 
of Alberta, to Victoria, and that the 
proceeds of the stile of the kind, which 
the province of British Columbia gave 
to secure railway extension, shall be 
devoted to that purpose. 



limits which a sense of sobriety and 
right living imposes; but as yet noth- 
ing has happened to create gross 
public scandals, although thoro has 
been, as the Globe points out, sufficient 
evidence in our parliamentary history 
to serve as warnings for those who 
transgress. There Is no place In Can- 
adian public life for notorious evil- 
livers, no matter what their abilities 
may be., and a political leader, who 
refuses to tolerate them in places of 
confidence will greatly strengthen his 
hold upon the people. No man has a 
stronger hold upon the good sense of 
the people of Canada than the Ten 
Commandments. 

During recent years, wo may even 
go back as far as the beginning of the 
Inst century, a steady improvement in 
the character of public men has been 
observable. AVo no longer have hard 
drinkers and notorious gamblers in po- 
sitions of the greatest prominence. 
With all his great ability Charles 
James Fox would not bo tolerated in 
English public life today, and even 
William Pitt would have had to mend 
his way of living, if he hoped to be 
allowed to hold tho helm of state. The 
present and the last generation of 
English public men have nearly all been 
above the average In point of personal 
character, so much so, in fact, that 
right living seems to be almost neces- 
sary to any great degree of political 
success in the United Kingdom. This 
also holds true of Canada, and we may 
ired that popular sentiment, 
Instead of relaxing its requirements in 
Ibis respect, will make them even more 
stringent. 



Horaco Georgo Raynor killed Wil- 
liam Whiteley, the great London mer- 
chant, whom ho claimed was his father. 
This was a month or so ago. Ho was 
tried recently; the trial lasted a day; 
tho defence was Insanity; the jury 
took nine minutes to And him guilty 
and the judge sentenced him to bo 
hanged as soon as the verdict was 
rendered. This is the way in which 
British courts encourage the noble pro- 
fession of murder. What stimulus has 
a man In that country to becomo emo- 
tionally insane?

SHEEP RAISING. 



Th Manaimo Free Press directs at- 
tention to the fact that our present 
supply of mutton ls chiefly from Aus- 
tralia, and it suggests that It might bo 

I both feasible and profitable to Increase 
the number of sheep raised In this 
province, AVo havo been told that one 
of the reasons why this industry Is not 
prosecuted more largely in this pro- 

. vlnce is the lack of a local market for 
wool. We havo before us the latest 
edition of Bulletin Xo. 10, Issued by 
tho Bureau of Information. ft is 
brought down to date and a very great 
number of them have been printed for 
general distribution. The only refer- 

. ences we find to sheep raising in it 
is the following in an article by Mr. 
G . H. Had won. 

"Thcro is Iittlo change in regard to 
sheep in tho province, very few being 
kept and no largo flocks. Prices aro 
high in accordance with the general 
scarcity of sheep throughout the con- 
tinent and tho improved price of wool. 



A Colonist reader asked yesterday 
why this paper had changed its position 
on Sunday observance, or as he put 
It, "had shifted Its ground." The 
answer is that the Colonist has not 
done so. The attitude of the Colonist 
upon this question was denned In its 
issue of February 22nd last, and was 
as follows: "Bong established usage, 
church tradition and practice and what 
may be called the consensus of civil- 
ization are to the effect that Sunday 
should be distinguished from other 
flays and be devoted to rest and 
worship, and anything which needless- 
ly interferes with tills manner of ob- 
serving the day is d, proper subject 
for legislation. Compare this language 
with the opening phrase of the reso- 
lution adopted by the Board of Trade, 
which Is as follows: "Resolved that 
this Board, while assenting to the prin- 
ciple that Sunday ought lo lie, as far 
as possible, devoted to rest and wor- 
ship." This resolution the Colonist 
has endorsed and its endorsement is 
absolutely in keeping with lis original 
position on the question. At no stago 
of the discussion did this paper tako 
a stand against Sunday observance; 
but on the contrary its articles, which 
for the most part dealt with the ques- 
tion of Sunday newspapers and the 
Jurisdiction of the legislature, laid 
great, stress upon the fact that tho 
provision in regard lo newspapers 
would prevent press men from devot- 
ing their Sundays to such purposes. 
The Colonist Is not afraid to change 
Its position on any subject, if It ilnds 
It has made a mistake; but on this 
one it lias seen no reason to depart 
from the principle laid down by It at 
the outset of the discussion, a principle 
which it believes is endorsed by the 
very great majority of the people of 
British Columbia. 



The Department of the Interior has 
Instructed tho Mounted Police to keep 
a sharp lookout for a fellow, who calls 
himself Adam and his wifo Eve, who 
are on their way from Oklahoma to 
join the Doukhobors, with thirty or 
more followers. Adam says that ho 
was guided in his mission by a star, 
and ho is about to restore Eden. Tho 
truth probably is that he regards tho 
Dui 1 hobors as the most available lot 
of people to whom ho can preach his 
tomfoolery. One of the tenets of his 
faith is that people should go naked. Aa 
some of the Doukhobors also indulge 
in this nonsensical notion, he would 
probably find a warm welcome among 
them, but not half as warm as ho will 
get, if he falls into tho hands of the 
Mounted Police in consequence of his 
indulging in any of ills peculiar prac- 
tices. 



Tho New York papers are publishing 
a story to the effect that the Prince r,£ 
AVales got caught on the wrong si 1- 
of the stock market and was pinche-1 
■ r- badly that It will take him years to 
recover his losses. The story further 
says that the Prince invested upon 
the advice of an aged Canadian mil- 
lionaire. Presumably the reference is 
to Lord Strathcona. AA'e take no stock 
in this part of the story, and are very 
slow to believe that the Prince has 
been speculating to any very serious 
extent, for the reason that It is weli 
known that he is much averse to that 
sort of business. However, the thing 
Is well enough to tell, and it will afford 
gratification to a lot of people in the 
United States, who take delight in 
hearing that a royalty has been caught 
at a disadvantage in anything what 
ever. 



I SPIRIT OF THE PRESS | 

More Money for the Provinces 

The proposed memorial to the Imperial 
parliament in favor of mi amendment to 
the British North America Act, autltorla- 
I hk iui increase In the provincial sutaldlcs, 
will bring a long dr awn out controversy 
to nil end. It will also remove from the 
political arena nn influence for corruption 
that 1ms been most harmful to the country. 
Home twenty yearn ago the province of 
Quebec experienced a severe financial 
strain, The income failed to cover the out- 
lay, and the debt began to grow. Under 
these circumstances the then premier of 
that province conceived the idea of formu- 
lating demands upon Ottawa for relief In 
the Shape of an increased grant from the 
federal chest. 

At that time .Sir Wilfrid Laurlcr wns 
leading the Dominion Opposition. This 
gentleman made the granting of more 
money from Ottawa a plonk hi his plat- 
form. In other words, ,he promised that 
If elevated to the premiership the money 
required by Quebec, and by other provinces, 
would be forthcoming. The pledge given 
by Sir Wilfrid secured for liiin a large 
campaign fund, anil, with It. the use of 
the provincial election" machinery in the 
conduct of all the struggles of what Is now 
the Crafter party at Ottawa, The subsidy 
question was a materia! help lo Sir Wilfrid. 
His promise made the local government 
enthusiastic on his side. Tho name ques- 
tion was trump card for the Eastern pro- 
vincial governments. They Invariably ap- 
pealed ti, the (doctors on the sulmlilv Issue. 
Sir Wilfrid; they announced, was lust u'bout 
to give more money to the provinces, and 
waiting to hear what the people nad 
to say upon the subject. If the allies of 
Sir Wilfrid were returned to power, the 
larger subsidy would he granted. Hut If 
these men were defeated, the Ottawa .Min- 
isters would take It as an Intimation that 
more money wns not needed. In provincial 
and In federal contests the subject thus 
played Its part. .Hut Sir Wilfrid, although 
agreeing to this manoeuvring, never seri- 
ously intended to carry out the pica, anil 
to j;lve the provinces the aid they sought, 
fr'or ten years he allowed the matter to 
hang lire. For ten vears he gave It no 
attention. The fact that something Is now 
being done is tu be attributed to Premier 
Oouln of Quebec, That gentleman recent- 
ly declined to tolerate any further delay 
on the part of Sir Wilfrid Laurlcr, and ln- 
Uinated to the knltfht that he must take 
fiction, or the Influence of the Quebec gov- 
ernment would he brought to Jiear against 
him. Sir Wilfrid at once capitulated, and 
the conference of premiers was called, with 
the result that terms were formulated. 

The application to the Imperial govern- 
ment to ratify the terms through nn 
amendment to the constitution is a move- 
ment to save time, and to keep the pro- 
vinces out of the money that is due them 
for the year or so. But It Is a step com- 
mitting the Ottawa politicians, and In 
that sense Is to he welcomed. We shall 
ultimately derive for provincial purpose*) 
a larger proportion of the taxation we con- 
tribute to the federal chest, and when 
that happens, the use or the subsidy Issue 
as a means of corrupting communities will 
cease — Mall and Lninlre. 

Privato Character of Public Men 

No public man can claim Immunity from 
public criticism. Whoever taken on himself 
to step Into public must take account of 
the Benrehligut. The man who is content 
to live and die in obscurity may escape 
notice, and Ids shortcomings may concern 
himself alone, but the moment he courts 
the open and the sunlight he becomes of in- 
terest to tile outside world. A position of 
prominence commands attention, ami the 
man who has things to conceal Is foolhardy 
f he fakes the risk. Tho fierce light that 
heats upon a throne ls not more searching 
or more revealing than the glare in which 
every public man In Canada stands today. 

I his Is one of the conditions of , public 
life In a democratic country. When power 
ami rciipousHiIIlty belonged only to the fa- 
vored few, the etiquette of the cless, the 
unwritten law of good form, offered ,soine 
sort or protection to the private character 
of public men: but the Incoming of democ- 
racy swept away all class privileges, and 
today neither noble birth or high degree 
nor the prestige of great wealth can slop 
the mouth or hurtful criticism. Democracy 
carries with it whatever of advantage or 
disadvantage belongs to free speech and a 
free press. 

In Canada tlio risks to public men are 
ncceiitunted by the antagonism of our po- 
litical life und the occasional rudeness ef 
our political methods. The party system 
Is almost Inevitable In the demoiTacv. and 
democratic pnrtyism Is not kid.gloved hi 
Its dealing with political opi„„,,-ntn. 'foe 
man who enters party polities, whether In 
parliament or in tuc press, thinking it a 
delicate-handed, lav ler-soentod dress par- 
ade, or caring more fur the sofl winds of 
public reputation than for the real fibre 
of his public service, has much to learn 
and much to forget before his fori in 
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The Toronto World says that tho 
Fowler charges of Immorality, that have 
been hinted at against certain federal 
ministers in a general way, are suf- 
ficiently well founded to call for the 
resignation of two members of the 
Cabinet. No names are mentioned, 
and the Colonist confesses itself quite 
at sea as to who aro referred to. AVe 
even hesitate about printing the report 
from tho AVorld, which must neces- 
sarily cast some suspicion upon persons 
to whom it. ought not to attach. The 
AVorld tolls us that tho whole truth 
will shortly come out. 



"Better Terms is Stood Over," This 
is a head-lino in the Times. It look's 
like a specimen of "English as she is 
wrote," but we are not sure that it 
as bad as It looks. "Better Terms is" 
is right enough in the sense our con 
temporary employs It; but we do not 
feel quite sure about "Is stood," al- 
though It seems to be regarded as good 
newspaper English, and tho Colonist, is 
just as guilty of using it as any other 
paper. It is right, if It is right to say 
"was stood" as court reporters say of 
witnesses all over tho American conti- 
nent, but in all the thirty defii- 
nitlons of the word 'stand," given 
in the Century Dictionary we do not 
find one which fits the case of a motion, 
which is postponed, or a witness, who 
is told to leave the witness stand. But 
"stood" is a mighty mean word any- 
way, and while it may be possibly per- 
missible by usage in tho sense In which 
It is employed in the Times and in 
that In which our own reporters 
frequently use it, we think people 
would much prefer that some other 
expression was adopted. We are. in- 
clined to doubt, howsver, if it ls good 
English to say: "The witness was 
stood aside," because when a person 
"stands a thing aside" ho docs some- 
thing to tho thing stood aside. The 
use of tho word "stand" in thla sense 
means tho samo as "place." There- 
fore we think that "was stood" and "Is 
stood" are not really good English.

Blanche Walsh's Fad 

Blanche Walsh, who is starring In 
Clyde Fitch's play, "Tho Straight 
Road," which is to bo seen at the 
Victoria theatre next Wednesday, i 
past master in the art of fencing. 

Fencing for women is one of the 
fads which lias moro than the mere 
excuse, "It's fashionable," to commend 
It It is a comparatively new exercise 
for women, although men havo been 
following the sport for tho benefit it 
does them for years. In tho last een 
tury that strong incentive to swords- 
manship, tho duel, almost ceased to 
exist, and therefore tho practice of 
tho art was restricted to a very few. 
It was only recently that tho spread 
of tho physical culturo movement for 
women caused a search for light but 
vigorous exercise, and somo maltre 
d'armes saw his opportunity and look 
advantage of It. 

In a short tirriS* fencing beeamo "tho 
thing" in the fashionable Now York 
set and tho movement spread to other 
parts of the country. Many of tho 
feminine leaders of society arc fair 
fencers, nlthougli tho necessity for 
earnest and continuous practice pre- 
vents most of them from becoming 
really proiicient. Ordinarily women 
make poor fencers. Not only do they 
lack the strength necessary to good 
work with tho foils, but, singularly 
enough, they also lack that alertness 
and agility which is characteristic of 
most things that they do. 

Among theatrical women fencing is 
decidedly popular. Julia Marlowe and 
Jessie Mlhvard are adepts and In the 
classes conducted by M. Senac, who 
instructed Miss Marlowe and Lillian 
Russell, are Ethel Barry-more, Elsie de 
Wolfe and Edna Wallace Hopper. 
Blanche Walsh Is, however, probably 
tho best amateur woman-fencer in 
America, Although young and slight 
sho has plenty of muscle and her eye 
Is as quick as that of any swordsman 
alive. She began the sport simply as 
an exorcise with Frederick R. Graham, 
but soon became infatuated with .it 
and, after learning all her instructor 
could teach her, she joined M. Senac's 
classes. Senac found her wrists lil 
steel and before many months he had 
dilriculty in maintaining his mastery 
over her. Miss Walsh has had many 
friendly bouts in addition to her regu- 
lar lessons. On one occasion she 
worsted "Walter Tremayne, a New 
Vork expert, three times In succession, 
and at another she touched Miss Gra- 
ham, a professional fencer, six times 
in 23 minutes. 

Miss Walsh believes fencing the best 
exercise in the world for women, and 
says that it brings into play every 
muscle in tlie body, especially these of 
tho thighs, back, shoulders, forearms 
and hands, besides developing the 
lungs. In speaking of fencing, she 
says: "I believe I am an enthusiast 
on the subject, because I think its 
benefits are moro numerous than thoso 
of any other form of exercise. It add: 
immeasurably to the carriage. There 
is nothing rough and tumble about 
fencing; it is the gentlest of exercises. 
One finds one's hair as neatly done at 
the end of a bout as at the beginning. 
It is dignified and invigorating, requir- 
ing more skill than effort, and holds 
much of excitement. One may learn 
to fenco tolerably in a year, exceed- 
ingly well in two years." 

Sousa's Comic Opera 
The following is from a recent issue 
of tho San Antonio Daily Expressr 
Sousa's comic opera "The Free Lance" 
Is decidedly all right. Such was the 
general verdict last night of tho large 
and very appreciative audience at the 
Grand. The music is tuneful, the 
libretto is bright and sparkling and 
Joe Cawthorne was just as funny in 
tho character of Siegmund Lump ns 
ho lias always proved to he in the 
other comedy roles in which we have 
enjoyed his unctions humor.

The duke, be- 
ing under a similar delusion in regard 
to tho emperor, and also desiring to 
recoup his fortune, enters into the 
plans of the ruler of Praggndocia with 
avidity. Hut the prince and princess. 
Just before the wedding ceremonies 
aro to take place, neither having seen 
the other and desiring to choose their 
mates, escape to the country. The 
princess exchanges apparel with Sieg- 
mund Lump, a German gnat herd, 
while the princess meets Friselda, a 
goose girl, the common law wife of 
Lump. They also exchange garments, 
Disguised, the prince and princess re- 
turn to court, each desiring to see the 
other. The escape of the princess and 
prince has left the emporor and the 
duke in a very embarrassing situation, 
and to got out of their dilemmas the 
ono substitutes the gooso girl for th

A. CHOPIN RECITAL 

Delightful Concert by tho Ladies' 
Musical Club Yesterday 

Yesterday afternoon the Ladles' 
Musical club of this city gave its 
thirteenth concert, the entertainment 
having taken place in the schoolroom 
of St. Andrew's Presbyterian church. 
The plan of tho club in these concerts 
is, as a rule, to confine the selections 
to the- works of one composer, and 
Chopin was chosen for yesterday's re- 
cital by Mrs. Hermann Robertson, 
who arranged the programme. The 
only number by another composer was 
a i-ceitativw-.-u-ntl • aria from Ernanl, 
given by .Mr. Arthur Gore, and admir- 
ably suncc. 

Chopin's compositions are in a class 
by themselves. lie delights in sur- 
prises, and at times one almost fan- 
cies that he has lost, sight of the 
theme, which he set out to elaborate'. 
Ho seems to break away from it 
abruptly,' but" will! o you are wondering 
as to what way ho can find out of the 
labyrinth of unexpected harmony into 
which he has led you, tho dominant 
movement of the theme will make U 
self manifest and you will find your- 
self .carried along with it. After a few 
Vhomerits' j'oii Will' begin to wish for 
another excursion Into a seemingly 
unexplored realm, but when it comes 
a second time you will find that the 
theme Is never lost sight of, but runs 
through it all, like the thread, which 
explorers of tho catacombs hold to 
guide thern. You may not always see 
it. hut you are conscious of its pres- 
ence. 'Phis feature of Chopin's work 
Is specially noticeable in tho Ballad in 
A Hat, which was rendered by Mrs. 
Robertson. This talented pianist ex- 
celled herself in her rendition of Ibis 
admirable product inn, and was the 
deserved recipient of many congratu- 
lations. The same quality of the un- 
expected is strongly marked In the 
Nocturne, B major, Op. 82, and the 
Valse, u sharp, minor, Op. CI,' No. 2, 
which Miss Ruby Peters rendered. 
Miss Peters Is as yet only a young 
girl, but sho acquitted herself in a 
manlier which promises much Jor her 
future. 'Pile Nocturne, with Its pauses, 
calls for a- good deal of control, and 
Miss Peters exhibited It in a surpris- 
ing degree for so younfj a player. Mrs. 
Harry Young, who always plays well, 
gave the Prelude. from Op. 28, No. 20, 
a Very interestliiR* composition, which 
loaves Its auditors In a. state of sus- 
pense, which presumably is what a 
prelude ought to do. Mrs. Young's 
second number, Etude, C sharp, minor, 
Op. ir>, No. 7, is strongly marked' by 
musical surprises, Mrs. Young did 
both numbers full justice.. Tho re- 



maining instrumental number was the. 
Impromptu in A Hat, Op. L"J, and was 
played by Miss Book, organist of the 
Centennial Methodist church. This 
composition differs from the others 
given in that il is one the end of 
which you can see from the beginning. 
It calls for delicacy of execution and 
precision rather than force, and this 
was the quality which Miss Beck dis- 
played. Miss Wlnlfrid Lugrln sang 
three songs, The Little Ring, Melan- 
choly and the Maiden's Wish. There 
are many very dainty passages in 
these songs, Chopin appearing to have 
aimed at the production of something 
exquisite rather than something strong. 
On the other occasions when Miss 
hiigrin has sung in concert, her selec- 
tions have been more of a class which 
called for tours do force, but her 
treatment of these numbers indicates 
that she is equally at home in songs 
of a more clasical and strictly artistic 
character. Sho received many warm 
congratulations. 

A very interesting feature of the en- 
tertainment was a paper on Chopin, 
by Mrs. E, B. llnjiington. It was in 
every respect admirably written both 
from a literary point of view and from 
the aspect of the composer's life 
selected for treatment. Only the 
modesty of the author prevents tho 
Colonist from giving Its readers the 
opportunity of perusing it.

FOR SHE STREETS 



Planks Will be Laid Where Traffic 
Does Not Warrant Use 
Of Cement 



The anxiety of the people of the 
outlying portions of the city, who, as 
reported In the Colonist some days 
ago, saw themselves going without 
sidewalks on account of the edict 
passed by the council at the commence- 
ment of the your to the effect that in 
the future none but permanent walks 
were to lie constructed, was, it appears, 
somewhat premature. 

Aid. Henderson, chairman of the 
streets, bridges and sewers committee, 
in discussing the matter with the Col- 
onist yesterday stated that although It 
was the policy of the city to use ce- 
ment In the construction of the side- 
walks wherever possible, no hard and 
fast rule to that effect would be ad- 
hered to, and that in those portions of 
the city where the traffic did not war- 
rant the building of permanent walks, 
planks would be used. 

"When at the beginning of the year, 
the streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee recommended that the council 
adopt the policy of using cement for 
the sidewalks," said he, "it was with 
the distinct understanding that there 
should be a certain amount of laxity 
in t lie enforcement 01' the regulation. 
I am quite willing to admit the force 
of the arguments of the people of 
Victoria West ami Spring Ridge as 
mentioned in the Colonist, and it cer- 
tainly would be a hardship to force 
tlio people of those parts of Hie city 
to take cement sidewalks or go with 
none at all. There are many of the 
streets 011 which the amount of traf- 
fic, and the value of the property in- 
terested, does not warrant the con- 
struction of cement sidewalks, and yet 
on which there are numbers of persons 
living who have got to have walks of 
some sort. In such cases wooden 
sidewalks will be constructed by the 
city." 

Aid. Henderson stated that the con- 
struction of the wooden sidewalks 
would be paid for. out of the general 
revenue of the city, and not, as Is the 
case with the permanent walks, by 
loans raised 011 the local assessment 
system. 

As to replacing wooden sidewalks 
already in existence, Aid. Henderson 
states that the city docs not contem- 
plate doing this except with cement. 
"There may be new streets opened 
up," said he, "on which It will be 
necessary to build wooden sidewalks 
to supply the needs of the residents 
until the streets become settled, but 
I do not think that there, will be any 
need to build over again any of the 
wooden walks already in existence. In 
all cases where wooden walks have 
become worn out, I think that II will 
he found that the streets are sutll- 
ciently well settled to allow of replac- 
ing thCITl with cement." 

In conclusion the alderman pointed 
out that the number of residents on 
a street is in reality no criterion as to 
the willingness of the property hold- 
ers to pay for cement walks on tho 
local Improvement plan. 

"We have received," said he, "re- 
quests from the owners of property 
along some streets where there is at 
present not a single house, asking that 
we grade and macadamize the road- 
bed, and construct cement sidewnlks 
on the local improvement plan. Tills 
shows that tho owners of the real 
estate affected are wide awake, and 
appreciate the fact that a good street 
and sidewalk largely enhance the 
value of their property, and are ac- 
cordingly quite willing to stand their 
share of the cost."

AUSTRALIA'S PROPOSALS 
REGARDING CONFERENCE 



P^ir. Deakin's Suggestions Con- 
trasted With the Attitude of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier 



Tho special correspondent of the 
Montreal Star resident In London, 
writing 1 under date of March Gth, says: 
Of course, Sir Wilfrid Laurier is not Mr. 
Deakin, and tho domestic prohlems Mr. 
Deakin has to solve are quite different 
from those facing- Canadian ministers. 
Moreover, it is always futile to expect 
any man to be somebody else. But, all 
tho same, it is interesting to contrast 
the attitude adopted by tlieso two 
statesmen towards tho great imperial 
gathering in London In April next. If 
the ordinary Englishman had to state 
in his own way what Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and his colleagues havo said 
to Lord Elgin, ho would put it in some 
such language as this: "Well, you, 
tho Colonial Secretary, tell us Cana- 
dian ministers that you are going to 
hold your Colonial Conferonce. 1£ wo 
Unci It convenient we will come across, 
but wo havo nothing to suggest In re- 
gard to It, and we havo nothing now 
to say." 

It may, of course, bo that the cabled 
news lias given tho Englishman an en- 
tirely wrong impression, but neverthe- 
less, the impression is there — it is one 
of comparative llstlessness and indif- 
ference. Now, let us see what expres- 
sion Mr. Deakin makes by tho ex- 
pression of his vlows as Primo Minister 
of the Commonwealth in today's cable- 
grams from Melbourne. In the first 
place, he sets out a series of proposals 
for tho Imperial Conference, and shows 
the keenest interest In each item. As 
for the suggested permanent imperial 
council, ho fully agrees with tho desir- 
ability of maintaining continuity of 
information, though it is pretty evident 
that he has the same opinion as Mr. 
Bulfour recently expressed as to the 
Impossibility and undesirabllity of cre- 
ating any body in London which shall 
In the smallest degree hamper perfect 
colonial administrative freedom of ac- 
tion. But in order to increase the 
efficiency of these periodical confer- 
ences between tho representative 
statesmen of the Empire, it is proposed 
from Australia that there should be a 
permanent secretarial staff, the ex- 
penses to be paid on a population 
basis. After all, very much of wliat 
difficulties do arise, between British 
and Colonial Governments arise from 
want of information and want of close 
touch between tho administrative 
heads of the Empire, and nothing 
should be omitted to fill in the missing 
links in tho chain of knowledge and 
sympathy.

As to preferential trade, while Cana- 
dian ministers maintain a silence in 
view of the conference, the Australian 
Government detlnltaiy brings forward 
the principle of preference, and thinks 
that it should bo re-conllrmed at the 
conference and the preference granted 
to Great Britain also bo granted to 
other parts of the Empire. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Winston Churchill 
has blessed the principle of prefei-onco 
as between colony and colony and be- 
tween colony and the Mother Country, 
Mr. Deakin is of courso proposing- 
nothing that may not find a cordial 
accoptanco at tho hands of British 
ministers. Another important suhjeet 
dealt with in tho Australian despatch 
is tho judicial committee of the Privy 
Council and the New Zealand suggest- 
ion is endorsed, namely, that a slnglo 
court should be substituted for tho 
House of Lords and t'no judicial com- 
mittee of the Privy Council so as to 
make an august and final court of 
appeal for the Empire. If Canadian re- 
formers are in earnest as to their re- 
forming efforts, they should loso no 
time In putting their views on record. 
Among the other Australian suggest- 
ions is one to the effect that British

Tho unemployment problem Oglrvle 
In this country and the greater activity *" 
in recent years of botfrds of guardians 
in assisting emigrants may lead up to 
a far closer co-operation between the 
British authorities and the emigrant- 
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Nanaimo, March 23— Yesterday this 
city and all tho northern part of Van 
couver Island experienced one of the 
worst wind and rain storms In Its 
history. Shortly after 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon a gale broke over this vicin- 
ity and half an hour later almost 
reached cyclonic velocity. There wa 
no serious damage done in tho city, 
although several signs and awnings 
suffered to some extent. All along 
the coast north of the city heavy gale 
accompanied by snow and sleet, ar 
reported. At Cumberland a veritable 
blizzard, sucli as is experienced on the 
prairies, was blowing, and at 9 p. m 
four inches of snow covered the 
ground. Out in the Gulf waves were 
running mountain high, causing ship 
ping to seek shelter. Happily, how- 
ever, no marine accident has been re 
ported. Old-timers say that the blow- 
is the worst experienced In eighteen 
years. 

A report from Union Bay last night 
states that the storm was the severest 
experienced there in the past twenty 
years; At D o'clock last night old- 
timers estimated that the wind, which 
was accompanied by snow and sleet, 
attained a velocity of over GO miles an 
hour, and continued with unabated 
fury throughout tho night. All small 
shipping at Union Bay was tied up on 
account of tho blow. 

Comox reports four inches of snow 
and one of the worst gales ever felt in 
that valley. Hundreds of trees havo 
been uprooted, and a number of roads 
throughout tho district arc blocked 
with fallen trees. Tho steamer City 
of Nanaimo, which left Comox yester- 
day morning at 7 o'clock, and which 
was due to arrive here at noon the 
samo day, has not yet reached port. 
It Is believed, however, she Is anchored 
In Deep Bay, waiting for the storm to 
subside. 

In this city many fences were blown 
down, roofs wero unshingled and all 
the leading thoroughfares out of town 
are blocked with fallen timber. Taken 
altogether, yesterday's and last nlght'3 
storm was the severest felt in many 
years. 

The new board of police commis- 
sioners — Mayor Planta and Messrs. 
TMck and Mainwaring— are determined 
that the Sunday closing act Is to be 
rigidly enforced. At their last, meet- 
ing the chief of police was Informed 
that the board was very anxious that 
Sunday trafllc ho ontlrely stopped, and 
unless tho hotel men take this warn- 
ing, something will bo done to end the 
Sunday business. The unseemly sight 
of drunken men lolling around the 
streets on Sundays, and the noises 
made by revelers in the city's princi- 
pal streets have been the cause of this 
rigid enforcement of the law. 

At last night's meeting of tho local 
hospital board Miss Millar was ap- 
pointed matron, vice Miss Fuller, re- 
signed. 

A Chinaman mot with a frightful 
accident this morning at the Hamilton 
Powder Works, Departure Bay. A car 
loaded with gravel ran over his leg, 
mangling it so badly that amputation 
was necessary. Ho is In a critical 
condition. 

Messrs. Hearn of New York and 
Dickenson of Spokane have purchased 
two of tho best and most beautifully 
situated ranches near Nanooso Bay, 
where they intend to erect In the near 
future summer homes that no doubt 
will be Ideal in every way. With tho 
excellent automobillng roads in the 
vicinity they havo chosen their sites 
In one of tho most picturesque spots 
on Vancouver Island. 

The steamer City of Nanaimo ar- 
rived In port today, 2-1 hours late, 
being delayed by the exceedingly rough 
weather of yesterday afternoon and 
last night. The blow was the worst 
that tho "City" has ever come through. 
The gale was right In her teeth and 
tho steamer mado vicious dives into 
the big seas running In tho gulf, the 
water breaking clear over her. Beaver 
Creek was put into yesterday for shel- 
ter, and the steamer lny there for 17 
hours. Not knowing how long the 
boat would stay there, one of the pas- 
sengers left and started overland to 
walk to Nanaimo. 

A Vancouver company has mado an 
offer to Ladysmith to put in lights 
absolutely free to -the cltv and without 
nny guarantee that the latter will 
tako lights. It is willing to take 
chances that it will sell enough light 
to pay. 



Brings Chinese Merchandise and About 
Thirty Passengers 

Tho steamer Monteaglo arrived from 
tho Orient yesterday afternoon, after 
a pleasant run from Hong Kong and 
other eastern ports. No rough weath- 
er was experienced until tho coast of 
Vancouver Island was reached when 
tho storm which was experienced hero 
on Friday caused tho ocean liner to 
toss sufficiently to keep tho majority 
of passengers below. She carried a 
cargo of between 1,300 and 1,400 tons 
of Chinese merchandise of a varied 
character. Some 85 tons was dis- 
charged in Victoria of which there 
was about eight tons of naval stores 
for tho uso of the ships stationed at 
Esquimau. The arrival of tho Mont- 
eaglo on this occasion was fraught 
with special Interest owing to the 
fact that it was her first appearance 
here since encountering a typhoon re 
markable for its severity on tho 
Oriental coast about six months ago 
She mot with some damage in that 
experience. She had about thirty pas- 
sengers, ten of whom wore inter- 
mediate and tho remainder steerage

from Australia. 



MARINE NOTES 

Tho steamer Princess May is duo 
to reach. Victoria sometime this morn- 
ing. It was reported on the waterfront 
yesterday that she was to be placed 
on the Victoria- Vancouver run In 
placo of the Princess Victoria in order 
that the latter might undergo an ov- 
erhauling. Upon investigation, how- 
ever, this proved to bo incorrect. Capt. 
Troup announces that tho Princess 
Victoria will be continued on the route 
and that the Princess May will go into 
dry dock for the purpose of being 
painted and generally renovated. 

Tho D. (3. S. Quadra leaves this 
morning on a trip as far north as 
Prince Rupert. She has considerable 
work to do, among which will bo tho 
installing of a number of buoys at dif- 
ferent points. It is expected that she 
Will bo away for six weeks or more. 

The steamer Salvor leaves today for 
the North. Her mission is to attempt 
to salvo tho ship Orizaba which is 
wrecked on Touch island. It is ex-, 
pected that she will be away for some 
time as it is the intention to make 
determined effort to float the vessel 
mentioned. In the event of success at 
tending these endeavors it is not a 
all improbable that the wrecked craft 
will he brought to Victoria for repair 

The Blue Funnel liner Cyclops ar- 
rived yesterday at Tacoma. Sho is 
expected to reach Victoria somewhere 
about the 27th. She is understood to 
carry approximately 900 tons of freight 
consigned to this city. 

The steamer Tremont Is due on Mon 
day. 

Tho tramp Tottenham, which has 
been in dry dock for the past few days, 
undergoing sundry repairs Is expected 
to leave Monday morning. 

The cable ship Restorer left for 
Honolulu yesterday morning. It is un- 
derstood that she will bo engaged In 
the South Seas for somo months. 

Tho British ship "Marlon Frazer' 
bound for Newcastle, N. S. \V, In bal- 
last which arrived In the Royal Roads 
last Monday morning from Vancouver 
has completed her crew and will leave 
tomorrow morning on her voyage. The 
first of her crew was signed on Mon- 
day and tho last yesterday. Six days 
to secure a crew if* good despatch in 
comparison with other ports in Puget 
sound and shows the advantage of 
Victoria as a point to securo seamen.

FOOTBALL 
Mainland, 3; Island, 3 

Tho soccer football game between 
the representatives from tho Mainland 
and Island which was played at Oak 
Bay park yesterday afternoon resulted 
in a draw, both teams scoring three 
goals. The contest was very interest- 
ing and at times some very lino foot- 
ball was played, but the interest was 
considerably lessoned by tho action o£ 
tho referee. Mr. McDonald, who hold 
this position, showed clearly that In 
many cases he was absolutely at sea. 
Ho certainly tried to do his best, but 
that Is all that can be said; and unless 
ho was playing under the rules of 1908, 
which have not yet been published, ho 
was far from being in the right. The 
game attracted a large crowd, but not 
as largo as tho day warranted, and 
practically every spectator was on 
edge tho whole of the play. Both 
teams received their share of encour- 
agement and every good move was 
liberally applauded. 

The visitors brought with them a 
very strong team, and for the greater 
part of the game had tho ball In the 
Islanders' territory, but the goalkeeper 
of the Mainlanders had many more 
shots to stop than tho custodian for 
the Island. The Islanders were slow 
to get started and the players from 
across the guif showed much better 
combination than their opponents; but 
the grand game put up by the back 
division of tho Island team was too 
strong for the visitors. 

In the llrst part the visitors had by 
far the bfe3tf"of the play and it was a 
continual bombardment on tho Island- 
ers' goal. Time after time the ball 
was carried into the Islanders' terri- 
tory, but it was usually cleared, often, 
however, at the expense of a corner 
kick. Towards the latter part of the 
first half the team representing Van- 
couver Island showed much better 
form, and although tho visitors wore 
two goals to the good, their lead was 
soon overcome, and when half time 
was called the score was oven. 

In the second half tho Islanders 
played much better than they did in 
the llrst part, but although they had 
many opportunities they failed to score 
till within a few minutes of time. On 
the whole the gamo will do much to 
put soccer on a firm basis in tho city, 
and had it not been for the foolish 
decisions of the referee the contest 
would have been the best ever wit- 
nessed in the city. 

The game was very clean and did 
not require many of the rulings made 
by the referee, who appeared to over- 
look tho most flagrant offences. With 
the exception of Hewitt at right full 
back for the Mainland, every player 
tried to play according to the rules; 
but this one exception did more to 
cause strife among tho players than 
all tho others together. Time after 
time when the ball was In the visitors' 
territory he would deliberately block 
his opponent, when the latter was not 
playing the ball. This detracted con- 
siderable from the Interest in tho game 
and also prevented the Islanders from 
scoring on more than one occasion. 

Tho more enthusiastic supporters 
commenced to arrive early and all 
were anxious to see the game start. 
The Mainlanders appeared on the Held 
llrst but were 30on followed by tho 
Islanders, and after the photographer 
had "done his stunt the referee started 
the game going, the exact time being 
very few minutes after the time ad- 
vertised. 

The Islanders had the kick-off and 
took the ball down the Held but Hewitt 
returned and McKlnley missed, Gow- 
ard being called on to save, which he 
did at the expense of a corner kick. 
Nothing resulted from tills kick, but 
the Mainlanders continued to press; 
Mitchell at outside right for the visit- 
ors making several brilliant efforts to 
score, but usually Coward or Lorimcr 
were in the way and sent the ball out 
of danger. The Mainlanders continued 
to press and for a time it appeared as 
if the Islanders would be outclassed. 
The back division for the Island was 
playing a stonewall game and from 
another shot from Mitchell Coward 
relieved, but Robertson secured and 
sent In a hard one which went over 
the bar. The forwards were given 
several opportunities to got in the 
game, but their career was generally 
checked belore they reached the dan- 
ger zone, although on more than one 
occasion the shooting division broke 
away and it looked very bad for the 
visitors. The Mainlanders, however, 
had the best of the play and four cor- 
ner kicks were given them in rapid 
succession. But from all these the 
Island players escaped without a 
score. To make matters worse, the 
visitors were given a foul kick near 
the islanders' goal, but again the ball 
was turned aside. The Islanders 
gradually settled down to their game, 
hut despite this Improvement the 
Mainland players continued to press. 
Another corner was given against the 
Island and from the kick Shawcross Hlakemoi 
secured and sent in a pretty shot uon 
which tallied the llrst goal for the 
visitors. 

With one against them the Island- 
ers made a determined stand and took 
the hall Into the visitors' territory, 
where a fine opening was missed. At 
tills stage of the game tho Islanders 
were playing tho game they were ex- 
pected to; but from a throw in the 
ball was again sent to Shawcross, who 
tallied with another pretty shot. 

The score was now two to nil 
against the Islanders, but they wore 
playing hard and after a brilliant rush 
down the Held a foul was made by 
Hewitt and a penalty awarded. Adams 
took the kick and scored, making the 
score two to one. This gave the 
Islanders some encouragement and 
they wont Into the game with renewed 
energy, and it was not long till 
Adams secured the ball from Connors 
and sent it to Schwengers, The lat- 
ter, who, by tho way, played a good 
game at outside right, carried the ball 
well down the Held and sent In along 
shot which completely baffled the 
visitors' goalkeeper, and the score was 
oven. 

This was a signal for an outburst 
of enthusiasm and tho moro ardent 
supporters of the Island team wen; 
given an opportunity to set off the 
firecrackers. 

With the score even, both teams 
were playing good hard football; but 
the referee, would generally butt In 
and spoil the excitement. The visitors 
still were pressing and from a foul 
tho hall was sent through the Island- 
ers' goal, but for some unaccountable 
reason 'tho goal was not allowed. 
Time a tier time the forwa rds from 
tho Mainland carried the hall Into (he 
•homo territory and on one occasion 
everybody was passed with the excep- 
tion of Lorimcr and Whyte, In an 
endeavor to save the former went 
down, but In falling managed to kick 
tho hill! and thus saved a goal. Noth- 
ing daunted, the visitors continued lo 
press, and from a shot from Robert- 
son they very nearly scored, but the 
ball again hit Loriinor and bounded 
Into play whore Connprs cleared to 
Adams, who started the forwards go- 
ing down the Held and they were only 
stopped when Hewitt deliberately 



blocked them. Try as they might, 
neither team could score, and half 
time was called with the score even 
On resuming play the Islanders had 
tho sun in their faces and this was 
largely responsible for the next goal 
of tho Mainlanders. The visitors did 
not have such an advantage In this 
half as the llrst, and tho Islanders 
showed up much better. From the 
kick-off the play was carried Into the 
Mainland territory, but tho Islanders 
failed to score nnd the ball was rap 
Idly taken to the other end of the 
Held, Mitchell, at outside right, being 
very prominent. He secured the baft 
from Robertson and shot. Goward 
tried to save, but tho sun was In his 
face and he missed his kick. Lorimcr 
came to his assistance but was too 
late, the ball being forced through, 
Lorimcr being put out of business fur 
a short period. 

On resuming play tho Islanders set- 
tled down to their work; but, try as 
they might, they could not pierce tho 
visitors' defence, and It" was during 
this time that Hewitt's foul work was 
most noticeable. Tlmo after time the 
Islund forwards, headed by Adams, 
carried tho ball Into shooting distance 
but would invariably bo blocked by 
Hewitt. On ono occasion Adams 
broke away with the ball at his foot 
and, passing the entire Mainland 
team, shot on goal. Hartley saved, 
but Adams was on him like a shot and 
sent the ball through, but it was not 
allowed. The Islanders continued to 
press and, after a brilliant rush, Hew- 
itt fouled and another penalty was 
given. Adams again took tho kick 
and scored, and the tally was even. 
After this the play zigzagged from end 
to end but no further score was made. 
And time was called with tho score 
even, 

For tho visitors It must bo said that 
they showed more combination than 
the Islanders, and it appeared as if 
they had played together; but th 
Islanders played hard and were rc 
warded with a draw. As to tho indl 
vidual players, Mitchell at outside 
right for the visitors was undoubtedly 
the star, and he was ably assisted by 
Shawcross. Brown at centre forward 
was a failure. Robertson at Inside 
left was out of his position, as was 
Trim at outside left. The former 
should have been outside left and the 
latter's position is full back. In tho 
half back line Graham at centre half 
.was a tower of strength and was ably 
assisted by Main. Strange at right 
half was not as strong as expected. 
The full backs were strong, but Hew- 
itt was Inclined to bo dirty and spoil- 
ed his play. His partner played foot- 
ball from start to finish. Hartley In 
goal had many moro shots to stop 
than Whyte and handled himself with 
credit. 

On the Island team it was the back 
division that saved the day. Goward 
and Lorlmer played a much stronger 
gamo than they have done this season, 
nnd at times saved shots that looked 
like sure goals. Whyte in goal was 
off color and did not play up to his 
usual standard. On tho forward line 
Adams was too closely ..watched but 
managed to show that ho was a dan- 
gerous man. Trovins at outside left 
was always in evidence. Morrison was 
not in his usual form and missed some 
good openings. Schwengers made 
good at outside right and was ably 
assisted by Gilmoro, these two doing 
tho greater part of the play in the 
second half. The half back line did 
not come up to expectations. Although 
they played a good defensive game, 
they were not aggressive and several 
good chances were lost. The team as 
a whole, however, was a good one, 
and If the players had been accustom- 
ed to each others play tho result 
would have been different. 

After the match the two teams were 
tho guests of the Y. M. C. A. at an 
Informal banquet. About forty enthu- 
siasts sat down to the repast, with .T. 
G. Brown, president of the Vancouver 
Island league, in tho chair, supported 
on tho right by B. F. Armstrong, 
president of the B. C. association; H. 
A. Goward, captain of the All-Island 
team, and James Simpson, president 
of the Ladysmith club. On the left he 
had T. Mahoney, vice-president of the 
Li, C. association; F Graham, captain 
of tho All-Mainland team, and William 
Kills, secretary of the I!. C. associa- 
tion. After enjoying tho delicacies n 
short toast list was carried out. The 
llrst^on the programme was a few 
words of welcome by the chairman, 
followed by a toast to the King, which 
was duly honored. J. G. Brown ren- 
dered a vocal solo in his usual happy 
manner, which was loudly applauded. 
The Mainland association was pro- 
posed by A. Peden and responded to 
by William 12111s and Captain Gra- 
ham. The Vancouver Island associa- 
tion was proposed by William Ellis and 
responded to by H. A. Goward, who 
took the opportunity to suggest that 
another game should be played on the 
Mainland, the suggestion meeting with 
tho approval of all present. The B. 
C. association was proposed by A. J. 
Brace, secretary of the Y. M. C. A., 
and responded to by President Arm- 
strong and Vice-President Mahoney. 
The Press was proposed by tho chair- 
man and responded to by William 
if the Week, and J. W. 
the Colonist. Mr. Arm- 
strong, on behalf of the visitors, pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to the Y. M. C. 
A., which was carried unanimously. 
Songs by R. Morrison, A. McDonald, 
R. Struthers and F. Graham assisted 
in making the gathering a success. At 
the finish of the banquet the visitors 
were taken to the drill hall to witness 
the basketball match.

Invited to Winnipeg 

British Columbia will this year bo 
given the opportunity of sending a 
team to Winnipeg to participate In tile 
contest for the championship of Can- 
ada which will be played In the 
prairie capital during the annual fair 
that Is held (hiring tin; month of July. 
With the championship goes the na- 
tional shield that has been donated by 
an English newspaper, "The People." 
This handsome trophy was first com- 
peted for last year when the competi- 
tion was held in Toronto, tile cham- 
pionship being won by the Toronto 
Thistles, This year the competition 
will bo held In Manitoba and next year 
in British Columbia. In presenting 
tho shield the donators have stipu- 
lated that it must be played for in 
every province in tho Dominion, ns It 
Is their Intention to foster soccer from 
ono end of Canada to the other. 

G. A. Parker, representing "The 
People," was in tho city a few days 
during tho past week and, in conver- 
sation with the Colonist, expressed the 
Wish that British Columbia should be 
represented. Ho pointed out that tho 
cost of traveling would Ik; very light, 
In view of tho fact that the exhibition 
would be on and the railroad com- 
panies would bo offering cheap rates. 
Final arrangements for tho game have 
not yet been made, the committee of 
tho Manitoba association having them 
In charge, but. It is very likely that the 
competition will bo carried on along 
similar lines to the English cup tio 
games. In Winnipeg they aro expect- 
ing teams from Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan, Manitoba, and It Is very likely 
that the present holders, the Thistles 
of Toronto, will journey west In an 
endeavor to retain possession of the 
much coveted trophy. If It could be 
arranged (hat a Victoria, or a British 
Columbia team, could be sent to take 



part In tho matches It would give an 
excellent opportunity to ascertain the 
comparative worth of the players who 
are in the gamo In this province. If 
a team was sent from this province it 
would be given a place in the semi- 
finals along with Toronto, thus mak- 
ing It much easier on tho players who 
would have to spend a much shorter 
time there and not have to take part 
In as many games. It has been sug- 
gested that the committee should fol- 
low tho plan of dividing the receipts 
in ratio to the expenditure required 
by each club. If this plan is followed 
any team that goes from this province 
would comt very near having their en- 
tire expenses paid. In a rough cal- 
culation It would require about $750 
to send twelve players to take part In 
the matches and if the team was suc- 
cessful In reaching the semi-finals the 
entire amount would very likely be 
raised at the gate. A meeting of the 
Manitoba association will be held in 
the future when sonic definite action 
will be taken. If British Columbia or 
Victoria is to be represented it is al- 
most time that some thing was done 
towards securing the necessary funds 
to guarantee the players expenses.

The third member of the company, 
William Mitchell, has been a resident 
of this city since August of the past 
vear, having purchased the lino - Sea- 
brook estate on the Gorge. Mr. Mit- 
chell, like the senior partner of the 
firm, is from the Northwest, having 
come from M<\ose Jaw to this city. He 
■was a highly respected citiz&n of 
Mooso Jaw, having for many years 
been associated with one of the largest 
clothing concerns there, as senior 
partner. 

In speaking to the Colonist yester 
day, Mr. Young stated that his firm 
would for the most part confine its 
operations to property within the city 
limits, and to Okanagan fruit lands.

The meeting of the city council to 
morrow evening promises to be : 
lengthy one, as a number of matters 
of considerable importance will come 
before the board. The consideration of 
Aid. Glcason's liquor license bylaw 
will bo resumed, a long report con 
talnlng recommendations for numerous 
improvements will be received from the 
streets, bridges and sewers' committee 
and other matters will be discussed 

The consideration of Aid. Glcason's 
liquor license bylaw is not expected to 
take much time. At the last meetin 
the aldermen got rid of all the clauses 
over which there was liable to bo any 
difference of opinion, and the probabil- 
ities are that those remaining will pass 
if not entirely without, at least with 
but slight amendment. 

With good luck, it is expected that 
the council will bo able to get through 
Willi the consideration of the bylaw in 
committee, read it for the last time, 
and Anally pass It. 

Much business Is promised from the 
streets, bridges and sewers' committee, 
for which Aid. Henderson, the chair- 
man, will submit a. lengthy report. The 
most important of Aid. Henderson's 
recommendations will be that Wash- 
ington avenue, between Gorge road 
and Burnside road, and Richardson 
street, between Moss and St. Charles, 
be graded and macadamized on the lo- 
cal improvement plan. In addition to 
this ho will move for the construction 
of sidewalks on the north and east 
sides of Heywood avenue, round the 
north end of Beacon Hill park, and 
also for the construction of a perman- 
ent sidewalk with gutter and boule- 
vard on Bodwell avenue, between 
Stanley avenue and Fornwood road. 

Aid. Vincent has given notice to the 
effect Unit he will introduce a bylaw 
as its object the enforcement of the 
connection of a number of premises 
throughout the city with the sewerage 
system. The houses which it is thus 
proposed to forcibly connect with the 
city system will be named in the by- 
law. Although the list has not yet 
been made public, it is probable that it 
will contain the residences along 
Humboldt street which are not yet con- 
nected up, the attention of the council 
having been drawn to theso by Aid. 
Vincent some time ago. 

A second bylaw will be introduced 
by Aid. Meston. This measure will 
be known as the "Roman Catholic Ad- 
dition to the Cemetery Bylaw" and will 
have as its object the settlement of the 
terms on which the block of throe 
acres adjoining the Ross Bay como- 
tery of the Roman Catholic church, is 
to be conveyed to the city for use as 
a cemetery. This matter, it will bo re- 
membered, was mooted last year; but 
was then allowed to drop. A satis- 
factory arrangement has since been 
arrived at between the authorities of 
the church end the city. » 

Other matters of Importance will 
also come up before the meeting.

The' Olivobank lias been at 
anchor in the bay for several weeks 
and the cause . of her dragging is at- 
tributed to the fact that by the actions 
of the tides her anchor chain became 
twisted to such an extent that it bo- 
came fouled and practically lifted the 
anchor from its holding ground and 
when the blow- came up there was 
nothing to keep the vessel from going 
on the beach.

CAPTAIN ROCKWELL DEAD. 

Man Who Surveyed Columbia and 
Oregon Coast Passes Away. 

Captain Cleveland Rockwell, one of 
Oregon's oldest and most distinguished 
citizens, died at 10 o'clock last night 
at his residence, 1100 Vaughan street, 
says the Portland Oregonian. The de- 
ceased, who was 71 years of age, had 
boon ill for several weeks, having con- 
tracted a severe cold which brought 
on senile pneumonia and resulted in 
death. 

Captain Rockwell, formerly chief of 
the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey of Oregon, was born in Youngs- 
town, O., in 1830, and represents tho 
eighth generation by direct descent 
from Governor Bradford of Puritan 
fame. 

Captain Rockwell was educated at 
the Polytechnic School at Troy and at

Ottawa, March 23.— Hon. H. R. Em- 
merson, Minister of Railways, In his 
annual statement of the Intercolonial 
Railway, showed that" nearly 21,000,000 
had been expended on canals. There 
were under ills department, ono way 
and another, including all its branches 
and the railway commissions. Trans- 
continental and Intercolonial, about 
11,000 persons. Tho total increase in 
mileage in 1906 over tho year 1836 was 
5,131 miles, with a total Increase of 
railway subsidies during that period 
of $16,360,508. The surplus on tho Inter- 
colonial for tho year ending Juno 30 
last was $03,S81, and thero was a bet- 
terment on tho P.B.I, as compared with 
hist year of $116,157. Tho earnings 
I.C.R. for the six months ending De- 
comber 31 wero $4,425,213 leaving sur- 
plus of revonuo over expenditure of 
5370,656. This was accomplished not- 
withstanding a heavy Judgment in 
court, outstanding since 1S93, and a 
largo Increaso in wages. Tho wages 
Were now $1,000,000 more than in 1900.

The Secret of Sal- 
vation Army Success 



Tho following interesting article Is 
taken from the Canadian Presbyter- 
ian: 

It has como to be regarded ns a 
truism thut the history of any great 
movement is the history of some great 
man. At tho head of every great 
forming movement there stands some 
strong and forceful personality, with 
initiative and constructive power, and 
the qualities of leadership, This Is 
eminently truo of the Salvation Army 
propaganda. It Is worthy to be ranked 
as tlio greatest religious and social 
movement of modern times. During 
tho comparatively short period of forty 
one years it has grown and extended 
until it has practically belted the glode 
At its head stands General Booth, a 
man of remarkable magnetism and Im- 
pressive personality, a man who shows 
tho marks of the long years of Inces- 
sant und unwearying toil, but whoso 
spirit is young and fresh and undaunt- 
ed, and In whoso appeal there is tho 
truo soldier ring. He Is a man who 
has unbounded faith In tho power of 
God to save men, body and soul, and 
who believes thut God lias called re 
deemed men to take part In the work 
of saving others. It is because of this 
strong faith in the divine power that 
he is an incurable optimist, and is able 
to kindle optimism In the hearts of 
others. He has surrounded himself 
with a band of men and women who 
lovo and revere their leader, and who 
have been Inbued with his spirit, so 
that tho whole, •organization moves 
with tho precision of a well-regulated 
machine. But the dynamic of tho 
whole movement Is religion. The 
steady aim is first to get man and 
women Into right relations to God, and 
then to glvu them a chunco to live 
clean and useful lives. 

It was forty-one years ago that tho 
Salvation Army was born. In impn 
sivo .vofds General Booth described 
how ho stood alone in the streets of 
London and looked upon tho great city 
in Its sins and its sorrows. He saw 
tho hopeless procession of "the sub- 
merged tenth," the outcast men and 
women for whom no one seemed to 
care, he heard their ribald blasphemy, 
and saw their hopeless poverty, and 
their soul and body destroying vice. 
With tho bitter, but unuttered cry 
of outcast London ringing in his ears, 
his life purpose wiis formed. Going 
homo to his wife lie said: "I have 
found my destiny," i l ie unfolded his 
purposes, and there tind then husband 
and wife consecrated- themselves, their 
children and their all to the work. In 
this humble way was horn u movement 
which has grown with the years and 
has gathered In its trophies of men 
and women saved from the grip of 
sin and set upon th>lr. feet whereever 
it has gone. 

Tho distinguishing feature of Army 
work Is that it did not come as a 
poacher on the preserves of others. 
It did not seek to reap where it hud 
not sowed. It did not come as a com 
petitor with the churches of any of 
tho existing organizations. Its mission 
was to the submerged tenth, to tho 
outcasts, to tlie churchless, to the 
homeless and to the hopeless, to those 
who in the spirit of bitterness were 
ready to say that no one cared for 
their souls. 

The characteristic spirit of the 
movement lias been the military spirit 
They recognized that in common with 
all the regiments in the army of God 
they had to light u cruel, a malignant, 
und a stubborn foe. And they felt that 
they were not only to be raiders, 
carrying on u guerilla warfare, but 
that they must entrench themselves 
and take possession of the country 
of the enemy and subdue that enemy 
not with carnal weapons, but with the 
sword of l he spirit. 

It is interesting to note the wonder- 
ful change that has come about In 
public opinion In regard to the Army 
nnd Its methods. These method's 
were so new and unconventional, and 
so out of harmony witli use and wont 
in religious effort, that they wero re- 
garded as revolutionary, it had to 
faco opposition and prejudice and 
scorn. The religious people looked 
on doubtingiy and shook their heads. 
A movement so bizarre could only be 
short-lived. Tho hoodlums hooted and 
jeered and mobbed Git,- soldiers as 
they paraded the streets. All that has 
bean changed, The Army Is no long- 
er an objeot for ridicule and scorn. 
Men are glad tn do It honor today. Tho 
■brave old General has won a recog- 
nized place far beyond the ranks of 
his own soldiers. Men in high estate 
feel that they honor themselves in 
doing him honor. Tho most prominent 
mon in the land are not ashamed to 
he seen upon his platform or to en- 
dorse his work. They look at ..ho work 
which has been accomplished in 
reaching tho unchurched classes, tho 
work that lias been done among the 
vicious and criminal classes, tho re- 
clamation of Inebriates, the saving of 
women from lives of shame, and the 
great emigration work which has taken 
thousands from a hopeless environ- 
ment and put them into positions 
which have inspired hope, and they 
say if tlie tree is to lie judged by its 
fruits tills Is a good tree. Public men 
are not ashamed to say tltat It Is a 
work in which they should he Interest- 
ed, for whatever makes or the bet- 
terment of men and women makes for 
tha betterment of the life of tho na- 
tion. , 

And tho churches may well bid tho 
army godspeed and extend to it tlie 
hand of practical sympathy. Its appeal 
Is to those who have either drifted 
from the churches, or above whose 
heads tho churches have risen. It Is 
doing what tlie Methodist church did 
In the early days of Its grand enthusi- 
asm for humanity. It lias made the 
straightforward avowal of its purpose 
to seek out thoso who are outside of 
the church fold, and to bring them into 
vital touch with Christ. It does not 
hesitate to dive down Into tho social 
depths and to bring up those who may 
be fashioned anew in the divine like- 
ness. And in all this It has been a 
stimulus, an Inspiration, and a rebuke 
to the churches, and has tauglj them 
valuable lessons in the shepherding of 
weak nnd struggling men and women. 

The Immigration policy of tho Army, 
like tho quality of mercy, Is twice 
blessed. During tho past three years 
it has sent 20,000 men and women to 
Canada alone, and this year is prepar- 
ing to send out 20,000 more, t is well 
known thut these men and women, 
helped and guided at tho outset, arc a 
boon to Canada.

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The Disestablishment of 



The Debate in the British House of Commons as Published in the London Times 




The following la a. report of the de- 
bate in the Imperial House of Com- 
mons on Feb. 27, on the question of 
church disestablishment: 

Mr. Everett (Suffolk, Woodbridgc), 
In rising to move, "That, in the inter- 
ests alike of religion and the nation, 
it is desirable to disestablish and dis- 
endow tho Church of England both in 
England and Wales," said that In 18G9 
Mr. Gladstone, after a > general elec- 
tion, disestablished and disendowed 
the church in Ireland. More than 30 
years had gone by, and now we had 
a new parliament, containing a larger 
number of tho common people than 
any parliament that had gone before; 
and he wished to give it an oppor- 
tunity of recording its opinion on this 
great question. He begged hon. mem- 
bers opposite not to move amend- 
ments to tho motion, so that a straight 
voto might be taken, and tho real mind 
of the House might bo expressed. The 
property appropriated to the church 
at the time of the Reformation was 
Intended for the whole of tho nation. 
Now the churoh represented only a 
minority of the people. It' was but one 
of the denominations, and only dis- 
tinguishable from the others by the 
preference which the state showed to 
it. From the returns as to seating ac- 
commodation and as to the attend- 
ance of children in Sunday schools, it 
was evident that the national church 
had within Its pale less than half of 
tho active religious life of the nation, 
and probably less than a third of tho 
Whole nation. And this was the case 
in spite of all tho advantages which 
belonged to the church in the shape of 
ancient, venerated buildings, and con- 
trol of all tho agencies of learning. 

Look at the church's worshippers, 
from the royal family downwards, and 
think of her social status, and then 
look at the astonishing fact that with- 
in the walls of tho parish churches 
were to be found but a minority of the 



nation. The once forbidden and the Rome. (Ministerial cheers). But hav 



long-despised conventicle and the 
humblo meeting house, the dissenter's 
chapels, today held considerably more 
people than did the national churches. 
Her establishment by the state was 
largely answerable for this great spir- 
itual failure on the part of the church. 
Her connexion with the state made 
her a worldly church, a lordly, aristo- 
cratic church, and a political church. 
(Cheers, and opposition cries of 
"No.") This enfeebled church assum- 
ed, because of its state connexion, an 
air of ascendency over other Christian 
churches founded on simple New Tes- 
tament lines. This spirit of ascend- 
ency, begotten of this state connexion, 
was, he believed, ono of tho greatest 
barriers between the national church 
and tho people's hearts, and was large- 
ly responsible for tho alienation of so 
many people from the church. Judg- 
ing tho question by the light of actu- 
al facts staring them in the face, was 
it not plain that, alike in the interests 
of religion and of the state, it was de- 
sirable that, ere many years had pass- 
ed, tho so-called national church, no 
longer tho church of tho people, 
should bo disestablished and disen- 
dowed? (Hear, hear.) By disestab- 

Effect of Disestablishment 
lishment, freedom would be restored 
to the church to manage its own af- 
fairs and to put away its abuses. By 
disendowment, the tithes, etc., would 
bo restored to the use again of the 
people for such purposes as Hie people 
might themselves determine, though, 
of course, no ono would dream of 
touching modern endowments. Godly 
churchmen need have no fear as to tho 
results of disestablishment and disen- 
dowment. It had been tried in Ireland 
since 1869, and on the authority of 
Colonel Saunderson himself, speaking 
in 1898, "the Irish church was stronger 
and more spiritual today than ever it 
was before." So doubtless would It 
be with tho English church both in 
England and in Wales, (Cheers.) 

Mr. Goddard (Ipswich), in seconding 
the resolution, based his support of 
it on the broad principle of justice and 
religious equality. He had no enmity 
to tho Episcopal church as a church; 
on the contrary, it was his hope and 
belief that the church, If freed from 
the trammels of state control, would 
become a far greater power for good. 
The direct effect of the existing re- 
ligious Inequality was to divide tho 
nation into hostile camps and to in- 
fuse a spirit of bitterness between 
neighbors in every parish in tho land. 
Wherever a church was established 
there was a cleavage froiu top to bot- 
tom In every rank of society. It was 
one of those facts which was Insepar- 
able from a state church; and the ex- 
istence of a vast ecclesiastical organi- 
zation which always threw its weight 
into tho scale of reactionary measures 



tho orown was settled, before the Brit- 
ish constitution was formulated, and 
before parliament had an existence. 
For centuries tho church was the solo 
representative and exponent of Chris- 
tianity in this country. The church 
was at ona time corrupted by contact 
with Rome, but it had never ceased to 
be the Church of England. It found 
out its mistake, and at tho Reforma- 
tion simply went back upon its old 
lines. What did the hon. member mean 
by "tho Church of England as by law 
established" The church was not 
created by any human law; It was 
only that her doctrines had been 
drawn up and had received t.ho sanc- 
tion of parliament. There was no 
such thing as church property as a 
whole. Several local churches had 
had property left to them by individu- 
als at different times, but there never 
was any moment when the church 
took state property. Therefore, how 
could parliament claim the right to 
pull down what parliament had never 
set us? (Hear, hear.) Parliament had 
never interfered with trust property 
unless the property was being malad- 
ministered. Could it be said tho 
church was enjoying its income and 
doing nothing for tho welfare of tho 
nation The voluntary offerings In 
this church, which the hon. membef 
described as "a dying church," 
amounted to £7,780,000. The church 
ministered not merely to the spiritual 
needs, but to the temporal needs of 
tho people, and did a vast amount of 
the social work of the day. Since the 
foundation of the National society, no 
less than £ 17,000,000 had been raised 
by the church for education. Many 
members of that House and their fa- 
thers would not have had any school- 
ing but for the church. He admitted 
there were some clergy who refused 
to obey their bishops and some 
churches where the services differed 
little from those of the Church of 



ing been a member of tho church dis- 
cipline commission, he was bound to 
pay the evidence showed these cases 
were few compared to the whole body 
of churches. In tho vast majority of 
parishes the -work of the church was 
being quietly and diligently performed 
by clergy who were entirely loyal to 
the principles of the English Reforma- 
tion as expressed In tho articles and 
the Book of Common Prayer. (Cheers.) 
That commission found that the 
church was too narrow for the life of 
the present day, and ventured to In- 
dicate how, while ' fully maintaining 
the control of parliament, self-adjust- 
ment might be secured; and he was 
happy to think that tho government, 
realizing the reasonableness of the 
suggestion, had granted powers to 
convocation to see if any agreement 
could be como to. If the church were 
disestablished and disendowed, how 
could the gaps which would be made 
be filled In the poorest part of South 
London, for Instance, there were three 
deaneries, with a population of 43,000, 
in which there were 137 resident 
clergy, but only 32 chapels and 13 
resident ministers. Similarly In the 
country. In Somerset, in 195 out of 
520 parishes there was no religious 
worship or instruction except that of 
the Church of England, and in 400 of 
the parishes, while there were clergy, 
there were no resident ministers. They 
declined to make any difference be- 
tween the church in England and in 
Wales; it was the same church, and 
they should resist to tho utmost any at- 
tempt to undermine it. The commis- 
sion now sitting had demonstrated 
how enormous had been the Increase 
of church life in Wales. (Cheers.) 
Those who advocated disestablish- 
ment and disendowment little realized 
how big a task they asked the gov- 
ernment to undertake. In these days 
of the worship of materialism, of the 
spread of new theologies (hear, har), 
and of popular aspirations, which 
needed guidance and leading (minis- 
terial laughter), why should they be 
asked to hamper, harass, and cripple 
tho church which was pre-eminently 
the church of the poor?

In the education 
controversy it was generally i'eU that 
wo could not dispense with religious 
instruction. He believed it was also 
felt that it was not safe to trust to 
mere chance the religious welfare of 
the nation as a whole. Great nations 
were not made out of cotton, coal, or 
iron, but out of men and 
women, and one of tho most 
essential elements of their great- 
ness was tho influence of religion. 
Not Afraid of Disestablishment. 

Mr. Austin Taylor (Liverpool, East 
Toxtcth) said his hon. friend the mem- 
ber for Bolton had described the 
Church of England as a kind of uni- 
versal theological a provider, open to 
all and controlled by all. If that was 
seriously meant as a definition of the 
present position of the Church of Eng- 
land, as a churchman he could not 
regard it as satisfactory. His right 
hon. friend the Secretary of War said 
in his speech the other night that the 
volunteer establishment was the most 
confusing thing in the constitution. 
Ho thought lie bad overlooked the 
Church of England. (Hear, hear.) All 
that had been said as to the anomalies 
in the position of the church was true. 
The laity had no constitutional posi- 
tion in tho church. Parliament was 
trustee for the laity, and therefor It 
was found that the Church of England 
did not provide that kind of theology 
which suited everybody, the adherents 
of every kind of religion had a perfect 
right to bo represented in that House, 
and so had a controlling voice In tho 
destinies of the Church of England, 
(Hear, hear.) And tho result was very 
curious. The bishops and many of the 
superior dignitaries of the Church of 
England were appointed by the Crown 
on the advice of ministers, with the 
result that in the case of the present 
government a Scottish Presbyterian 
and a Scottish Episcopalian divided 
between them the control of the des- 
tinies of the church. But that was 
only a tribute, if a trlbuto was re- 
quired, to the genius of Scotsmen for 
combining high ollice with a sense of 
humor. (Laughter.) The bishops and 
clergy were bound by the articles and 
the prayer-book. There were no more 
elastic documents, and yet they did 
not satisfy a considerable section of 
the clergy; and, speaking as a church- 
man, he did not know anything more 
disquieting to thoso. accustomed to tho 
phrase "tho Protestant Reform Relig- 
ion as established by law" than the 
actual position taken up by some of 
those who held high ollice in tho 
church towards the word "Protestant." 
They had been told during recent dis- 
cussions on the fiscal question that 
they ought to consider, not the statics, 
but the dynamics, of trade. He would 
apply the same reasoning to the 
Church of England, and he applied his 
mind, not to the statics, but to the dy- 
namical tendency of the church; and 
he ventured to say he was right when 
he held that the clergy alluded to in 
the report of the late commission as 
practising ceremonies and innovations 
not to be distinguished from those 
of the Church of Rome marked a dy- 
namical tendency in the church which 
showed that they were but the advanc- 
ed guard of a considerable army wait- 
ing for assistance. Many of the clergy 
acknowledged no control, and their own 
ordination oath was made void of 
moaning because they claimed them- 
selves to be the sole Interpreter of 
the prayer-book. He was confident 
that Parliament could not for long al- 
low the present position to last. T.he 
remedy proposed In the resolution was 
to cut the painter, and allow the 
church to go its own way. That look- 
ed comparatively easy on paper. (Hear, 
hear.) But the remedy was one which 
he thought tho different parties should 
consider well before putting it into Im- 
mediate operation. The first Prime 
Minister, who entrenched the High 
Church party in the Church of Eng- 
land was Mr. Gladstone; and if the 
Liberal party, through him, had been 
responsible, in a certain degree, for the 
position of things in the Church of 
England, they ought to redress tho bnl- 
rinpe before they cut the painter, and 
to appoint bishops and other dignitar- 
ies faithful to the foundation princi- 
ples of the Reformation before ter- 
minating the connexion between State 
and Church, and leaving churchmen to 
arrange their differences as best they 
might. As a churchman, he did not 
believe tho Church of England capable 
of great injury at the hands of Parlia 
ment. Whatever happened, churchmen 
would always recollect thai the Church 
of England, was a spiritual organiza- 
tion, a fact which he thought the mov- 
er and seconder freely recognized 
(Hear, hear.) They knew that the 
Church of Englaid could not receive i 
mortal stroke at the bands of tin 
state. She had the spiritual vitality 
which was bound to assert itself what 
ever her constitution as betweoi 
church and state. If disestablishment 
came, a church body would be formed 
which would receive what Parliament 
chose to give, and in that body the lay 
element, now Incapable of proper as- 
sertion, would tlnd its due and proper 
weight. He believed it to lie entirely 
opposed to those extreme and unde- 
sirable practices, to which such grave 
exception had boon taken, and that on 
a balance of forecast, disestablishment 
had less terrors to the Protestant 
churchmen than to any other section 
of opinion in that body. 

While holding this very strongly he 
still felt that complete severance of 
of church and state was not a remedy 
he as a churchman would be anxious 
to apply under existing conditions, and 
lie should take no part in a division 
upon the resolution or the amendment. 
A Nonconformist View 

Mr. Blrrell, who was received with 
cheers, said, — I shall detain the House 
but a very short time, though I think 
the subject lends Itself to discursive 
treatment. I am sure that so long us 
tho House thinks lit to appropriate a 
good deal of its time, at all events in 
the early part of the session, to the 
discussion of abstract resolutions, no 
one can wonder that a question so im- 
portant, which attracts so much inter- 
est and which excites so much discus- 
sion in the country, should, claim a 
right to be heard for a few hours on 
an ovenlng of this kind. I have dif- 
ficulty in approaching the question 
within the limits 1 have Imposed on 
myself, for I hold, and to my mind it 
seems, that the whole question of 
church establishment is one which de- 
mands somewhat philosophic treat- 
ment! and, oven in the absence of tho 
leader of the Opposition, I feel rather 
a shy philosopher. (A laugh.) It has 
always seemed to me ditllcult to main- 
tain argumcntatlvely tho existence of 
a church establishment except upon 
one of two understandings, Of course 



if everybody In the nation had one and 
the same religion, If we all thought 
alike on questions of church govern- 
ment and questions of religious doc- 
trine, then of course an established 
church would hardly be a necessity, 
for tho nation when worshipping or 
when turning to things spiritual would 
be a nation and a church, and al- 
though no doubt the nation could en- 
dow its own religion still there would 
be no difference between the two, the 
church and the nation would bo iden- 
tical. But unhappily in this country as 
In most others, unity £>£ faith is hope- 
lessly destroyed, nt till events at pres- 
ent, shattered into ten thousand frag- 
ments. I could- never bring myself to 
speak lightly of religious difficulties 
and divisions or treat the matter as 
of no account, saying, "Why should not 
a good churchman and a good Bap- 
tist, for instance, recognize that their 
differences are of so slender a charac- 
ter as to enable them to worship side 
by side." They must do It, because of 
the vitality and reality of their differ- 
ences. (Hear, hear.) Even In the 
Church of England itself unity of faith 
is shattered; I do not know any other 
church where there Is such a strong 
difference of opinion, cutting as it does 
into the life of individuals, as the dif- 
ference between the two historical sec- 
tions, as each Is entitled to be called, 
which compose the Church of England, 
it is a difference as vital and as real 
as between nonconformists themselves, 
and perhaps more so. (Hear, hear.) 
Then we have all the nonconformist 
bodies and the Church of Rome, a non- 
conformist body in this country, and 
all the other sects and denominations. 
That aspect of the case then Is hope- 
lesslv impossible. Then there is the 
other aspect of tho case, one that at 
one time was held by the state which 
declared of a particular church. "This 
is the true church and you must belong 
to it and stand completely outside and 
be subject to the pains and penalties 
of such a position." I believe that our 
ancestors in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth always recognized the rights ot 
the people to think. I do not discover 
in the writings of divines and philos- 
ophers of the period any strong view 
denying the right of the people to 
think as they chose; but their right to 
organize or to express opinions in a 
definite form of public worship they 
of course did regularly and vigorously 
dispute. They took the view that the 
Church or England as by law estab- 
lished was the true church, and that 
you ought to be, and were, bound to 
belong to it. I always sympathized 
very much with Mr. Gladstone; and 
after having written a remarkable 
book, in his early years, on church es- 
tablishment, and having supported It 
on that ground, he withdrew, tempo- 
rarily, at all events, from the govern- 
ment, because he felt himselt unable 
to subscribe to tho annual grant to 
Maynooth. Mr. Gladstone argued— 
"How can I write a book maintaining 
tho right of the Church of England, 
even although not, the church of the 
majority, to maintain its established 
position— how can 1 assert the privi- 
leges of a state church of that char- 
acter, and yet. vote a grant in P^o.- 
ment for the education of the priests 
of the Roman Catholic church, whose 
bounden duty it is to teach that tho 
Church of England is heretical .' I 
think that was a sound and correct 
position. But 11 you do not adopt 
either of those views— and I do not 
know anybody who does (laughter)— l 
am at a loss to understand how it is 
possbllo to justify the continued estab- 
lishment of one church in this com- 
munity. 

Lack of Religious Unity. 

There was a time, as 1 can remem- 
ber as a boy— perhaps they were sleepy 
days in the opinion of many people- 
when the Church of England was by 
no means so far separated from the 
great body of religious opinion in this 
country as she now is. 1 can remem- 
ber as a nonconformist in Liverpool 
how Intimately on some occasions, we 
associated with the Church of Eng- 
land. There was one annual occasion 
Unit l remember, not with .absolute 
jpy — the annual meeting of the Bible 
society. (Laughter.) My father was 
one of the secretaries, as a noncon 
form 1st and a clergyman of the Church 
of England was another, and we used 
to get on very well together. Wo al- 
ways had tho bishop of the diocese 
the chair; and there was a great deal 
of nice talk about how pleasant It was 
for brethren to moot together in unity 
for the circulation of the word of God. 
(Laughter.) I remember that whet! 
the bishop of Chester died — ho was a 
good, sensible Cambridge man, and 
used to preside on these occasions 
(laughter) — his place was filled by an 
Oxford man (laughter), a very good 
man, indeed, and as much of a Liberal 
as was consistent with having acted 
its secretary to Mr. Gladstone's elec- 
tion committee in the University of 
Oxford. (Laughter.) I refer to Dr. 
Jacobson. When he came to Liverpool, 
my father wrote to him the usual let- 
tor to lake tho chair at the annual 
meeting of the Bible society; and I 
remember very well that tho reply was 
a curt and not over-courteous refusal 
(laughter); and that refusal many of 
the other bishops have since rigorous- 
ly observed. (Laughter.) 1 am far 
from saying that no bishop now takes 
the chair at these joint meetings of 

I the Bible society; but 1 soy the; occa- 
sions are much rarer now than in 
times gone by. (Hear, hear.) I assert 

I without hesitation, quite apart from 
that mere Incident which I have given 
from my own recollection, that the 
gulf now fixed bettween what I would 
call nonconformist opinion and the 
prevailing opinions of the Church of 
England Is greater than it over was. 
(Hear, hear.) I do not wonder that It 

I should be so, and 1 do not complain of 
It; because doctrinal differences am 
vital, they cut deep down into our re- 
ligious life; and it would be mere af- 
fection If the High Church clergy or 
laity were not to give full effect and 
emphasis to It. That being so, wo 
cannot any longer rely upon the quiet- 
er times of the past when people used 
to go to chapel In the morning and to 
church In the evening, or vice versa 
(laughter); and when there were be- 
tween the Evangelical clergymen of 
the Church of England and tho various 
nonconformist oodles — I will not say 
very cordial relations, but at all events 
sufficiently cordial relations to enable 
Christians to dwell together In out- 
ward unity. (Laughter.) 1 think, there- 
fore, 11 is Impossible now, on any 
philosophical basis whatever, to Justify 
the continuance of an established 
church in this country. (Cheers,) 
Weakness of the Establishment. 
The hon. member for Bolton seemed 
to speak of the established church as 
being a desirable thing, because It pro- 
vided everybody who had not got a 
religion of his own with a church to 
which ho could go when inclined or a 
clergyman for whom he could send 



when ho was In nrticulo mortis. 
(Laughter.) That is a poor defence 
of an established church. (Cheers.) 
It can only be justified on the assump- 
tion that the established church is a 
broad and colorless church — I will not 
use the expression a Cowper-Temple 
church lest I should revive a discus- 
sion with which I have no longer uify 
concern. (Laughter.) That Is the sort 
of notion which many men and some 
writers like Matthew Arnold have had; 
and I admit that in certain moods I 
have had a kind of sympathy witli 
them. (Laughter.) But I have felt the 
impossibility of it, because, after all, 
truth and conviction would persist In 
coming in and breaking up this Imag- 
ary solution of till our religious differ- 
ences by blending them in one har- 
monious and colorless whole. (Hear, 
hear.) Therefore, I think the concep- 
tion of providing an educated clergy- 
man of mild opinions and pleasant j 
habits who will obey your call and go 
to you when you are ill, and a church 
into which you can drop when you aro 
not playing billiards (laughter), is a 
conception of religion which, having 
regard to the gravity of the subject, Is 
not worthy to be maintained. (Hear, 
hear.) I think that the speeches we 
beard from the mover and seconder 
were very remarkable. It is a stale 
subject; the resolution has been often 
moved; but the speeches of my hon. 
friends showed that it was a live sub- 
ject, because they did not repeat the 
same stale arguments we have heard 
before. They spoke In the language of 
today; they represented the feelings of 
today and not the transmitted argu- 
ments of the past. I assume from their 
speeches that there was no bitterness 
hi their claim, no social ambition 
which Is supposed to be at the bottom 
of a great deal of nonconformist ob- 
jections to the Church of England, but 
that they were really expressing what 
is present in the minds of many people 
— namely, a. deep-rooted conviction 
that the church does not do the state 
any good. (Cheers.) 1 should certainly 
like to know some examples; and I! 
should like to hear whether out of hit 
historical knowledge my hon. friend 
can give me tiny example showing 
that by reason of its connexion with 
tho state the church has been able to 
do the state any good whatever in 
critical moments in our history when 
we were trembling on the verge of ac- 
tion since recognized as unjust. 
(Cheers.) Can any one honestly get 
up and cite Hie example when the 
state held Its hand or was even bidden 
to hold its hand at the direction of 
priests of religion with whom It was 
Officially connected? (Cheers.) I am 
sure that to the state the connexion 
has done nothing but harm. That is a 
proposition which 'is hardly to be de- 
nied. I say nothing about the mode 
of electing bishops— every ono knows 
how It is done — but I was rather sur- 
prised to hear the speech of the hon. 
member for East Toxteth. The hon. 
gentleman said, "Do not seek to dis- 
establish the church; try a better plan 
than that"; and as Mr. Gladstone fill- 
ed tho episcopal bench with High 
Churchmen, he called upon my right 
hon. friend the Prime Minister to 
abandon that bad practice and to 
choose men of some other kidney, to 
man the episcopal bench with good, 
sound Protestants. I think that Is a 
poor business. (Cheers.) I believe 
tho Church of England, when It comes 
to elect bishops synodically, will be 
able to elect them every bit as learned, 
as pious, and as eloquent as any of the 
present occupants of the bench; and 
at the same time let them feel that 
they have been appointed by an ec- 
clesiastical body for religious reasons 
and not 'n order to redress the balance, 
to keep things right, to keep a perpet- 
ual balance on the bench, in tho phrase 
of Newman, as men who will always 
guarantee to steer their course be- 
tween the Scylla and Charybdls of Yes 
or No. (Laughter and cheers.) Some 
persons thought that this would be a 
solution of the difficulty. It would be 
no solution, for my hon. friend would 
not get rid of the High Church party 
in the Church of England. He would 
not get rid of the Church of England 
of Archbishop Laud simply by looking 
about for men of a particular way of 
thinking and by putting them on the 
bench. To do so might possibly accel- 
erate disestablishment and hasten tho 
time, but it would not prove to be any 
reasonable or proper solution of this 
great difficulty. (Cheers.) 

Free From Trammels of State 
Speaking entirely for myself, I hon- 
estly believe that, so far from dealing 
the church any blow as a spiritual 
body, it would free it, in tho old-fash- 
ioned phrase, from tho trammels of 
the state. 1 believe that it would re- 
store, for the lirst time for many a 
long day, the church to a position of 
stronger authority throughout the 
land. (Cheers.) As for destroying 
the church, I think that I may leave 
that question to the consideration ofl 
tho House. An hon. member opposite 
said that 1 had attacked the bishops. 
I diligently searched among till the 
historians whose works are on my 
shelves or on those of a more exten- 
sive library, but 1 did not find an his- 
torian of our social and political prog- ] 
ress whose estimate and general au- 
thority as to tho value during the last 
hundred years of the work in another 
place of the bench of bishops differed 
In any way materially from that I 
gave to the House. I can find none. 
No doubt, tho bishops In another place 
have shared tho general uprising of 
society. (Laughter.) They are not so 
averse as they once were, from social 
reform; but I own that when I used 
the language I did 1 was speaking not 
so much oC measures thut stood a 
chanco of being repealed, but of the 
bench of bishops as pioneers of great 
popular causes, of men who stood by 
the side of persons enduring the posi- 
tion of shame and contumely, and 
whose names arc for ever gloriously 
associated, not In the hour of. triumph, 
but In the hour of danger and difficul- 
ty. (Cheers.) When I could not llnd 
the bishops in that place I do not deem 
that I am held to blame them in their 
individual capacity; but 1 think It may 
be supposed that they have failed to 
alter the secular atmosphere in the 
other place. The secular atmosphere 
of both Houses of Parliament Is no- 
ticeable enough. You may spend your 
life here without coming into contact 
with the Christian religion. (Laugh- 
ter.) If the bishops have not modified 
the secular atmosphere of the House 
of Lords, it Is only because they find 
their way into those walls in the man- 
ner these prelates do. The govern- 
ment have no Intention of assuming 
any responsibility for a revolution of 
this kind. Their hands are already full 
enough. They have work enough of 
their own to do. But I have no doubt

What did disendowment mean? It 
meant tho appropriation by tho stato 
of funds which had been deliberately 
given for religious purposes and the 
allocation of those funds for new unin- 
tended and secular purposes.

He was then sent on by Lord 
Goorgo Murray to meet tho French 
allies, consisting of 1,000 men with 
largo stores of ammunition, which had 
been landed at Montrose, hi November, 
1745; and, finally ho was to Lord 
Oeorge Murray and Prince Charles 
Edward a most efficient Chief of Staff 
when the decisive defeat was inflicted 
on General Hawley at Falkirk. 

After each of these encounters ho 
appeared beforo Annie as a triumphant 
conqueror.

bont over his fiance and kissed her, 
and when she looked up, sho was alone. 

Tho fatal result of tho Battle of Cul- 
loden, on April 1G, 1745, was known in 
Linlithgow within twelve hours of tho 
finish of tho conflict. Tho town was il- 
luminated, 'but ono house was observed 
to be In darkness. Neither Andrew 
Pearson nor his wife cared to rejoice 
when they saw tho depth of anxiety in 
which Annio was placed as to Sir 
Charles' fate. 

On tho following evening as she was 
standing by tho entrance into Mulr- 
avon Farmhouse garden, an old man 
came up and asking for Mistress Annio 
placed a scrap of paper in her hand, 
whereon sho read — "Moot mo at tho 
Lang-rlgstano at nine o'clock tonight."

Flvo minutes later in tho old cavo 
of Clessudcn, which formerly existed 
on tho wooded banks of the A.von, Sir 
Cliai-les Mulr and Annie Campbell wero 
made man and wife. Tho ceremony 
over, Sir Charles and Lady Mulr were 
walking slowly back towards the Lang- 
rlg-stane, when, beforo thoy know, 
thcy wero surrounded by tho military.

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JESUS OF CAL,VARY 



It Is impossible that a God could die 
No -matter what attributes we may 
ascribe to the Man of Calvary, it was 
an a man that Ho suffered the igno- 
minious and painful death on ths cross. 
It was as a man who exclaimed in the 
depth of His agony: "My God, why hast 
Thou forsaken mo?" On the day of 
which this Sunday Is set apart in com- 
memoration He ontered Jerusalem. 
The people roceived Him with acclama- 
tions. It is no picture of the imagin- 
ation to say that tho populace would 
have responded to an appeal from Him, 
if he had so willed it, and made Him 
king of the Jews In point of fact. Ho 
was no weakling. Ho drove tho mon 
oy changers out of the Temple. Ho 
had the magnetism which attracts the 
masses. He spoke with wisdom and 
power. Dismissing from consideration 
ovory aspect of His qualities of body 
and mind that are not absolutely hu- 
man, and the picture called up by the 
story of the Gospels is of One, who 
was a born leader of mon. Filled with 
a consciousness of tho highest possible 
mission. He refused to follow the 
dictates of ambition. The temptation 
of Satan, who offered Him the king- 
doms of the world, whatever It may 
have been in point of fact, was un- 
doubtedly -true in every essential par 
tlcular, and if Jesus of Nazare'h had 
Keen fit to devote His powers to tho 
accomplishment of mere human ambi- 
tions, there would have been no Jesus 
of Calvary. The Jewish nation was 
ripe for revolt. When Pilate asked tho 
people, whom he should release unto 
them, they asked for Barrabas, and 
Harrabas was not simply a robber, but 
one who had advocated rebellion. As 
one of the evangelists says, ho had 
boen cast into prison for a certain 
sedition. Almost at any momcn up 
to the hour when he was nailed to the 
cross, Jesus might, If he had chosen, 
have secured freedom and a strong 
popular support. He chose to go for- 
ward in what He conceived to be the 
lino of duty, and thus it came about 
that the purest and most intense soul, 
that ever was born of woman, suffered 
the most painful of deaths. His physi- 
cal agony must have been inconceiv- 
able. His mental anguish, as He hung 
there, deserted by every one to whom 
He had looked for fellowship, must 
have been intense, and what wonder 
Ss it that He felt also that even God 
hud forsaken Him. A pure and noble 
soul, after a life spent in doing good, 
without spot or blemish upon Him in 
any way, to fool that He had boon for- 
saken by his God and Father, for it 
was to God as a Father that he had 
taught his followers to look, dlsclc.-es 
a depth of sorrow, to which we cannot 
hope to find a parallel. 

One of the greatest lessons of Cal- 
vary is lost because of the aspect in 
which tho Sufferer is presented by 
those who teach His gospel. If the 
whole thing has been arranged be- 
forehand, if He was simply playing a 
part, however much tho story of Cal- 
vary might appeal to theologians and 
people who are ready to accept any 
explanation of tho crowning fact of 
His life and' fear to question it lest by 
so doing they may incur divine dis- 
pleasure, it would not appeal to the 
majority of mankind. It is not the di- 
vine nature of Jesus of Calvary that 
nppeals to men, but His human nature. 
We saw last Sunday how the results 
of His life established His divinity; 
but as we look upon Calvary we_sce 
that this divinity was for the time be- 
ing absorbed in His humanity. It was 
a man, who died that day. 

Doubtless there are some people who 
may think that to write in this way 
is qulto needless, because they already 
feel able to differentiate in their own 
minds betwen Jesus the Man and Jesus 
Christ the Son of God; but It is just 
there that the church fails to make 
itself understood by tens of thousands 
of people. If Christianity has lost its 
hold upon many intelligent people in 
tho land, it Is because those who claim 
epoclal qualifications and privileges to 
teach it, present it in such a form 
that it fails to appeal to human sym- 
pathy. There is no use in saying that 
what is presented is a mystery, which 
must not be inquired into. People will 
Jnquiro nowadays, and to be told that 
Uny particular piece of teaching Is too 
mysterious for investigation and must 
ho accepted on faith, however it may 
ho regarded by some, will fail (o influ- 
ence tho majority to adopt It. Rev- 
erend Sir, tho time has gone by when 
many people will accept things as true 
simply because you say they are true; 
but there never was^a time in the his- 
tory of mankind, when there were as 
many people as there aro today, who 
would like to have a closer view of 
Jesus, so that they can see Him as 
Ho is, and not as He looks when view- 
ed through the mist of dogmatism. 

What the world wants today is a 
Saviour. We are told that at the time 
when Jesus was born the Jewish peo- 
ple were earnestly looking for a Mes- 
siah, but their earnestness was ns 
nothing. compared with that with which 
the masses of the people throughout 
rill Christendom are looking for one 
«OW. The civilized world is full of 
social unrest, an unrest which is ex- 
tending far beyond It and has already 
awakened the great Eastern nation" 
to action. Where shall the Saviour bo 
found? It seems to us that there Is an 
answer to this question. It seems to 
us that we find the answor in the his- 
tory of Christianity. Trace that his- 
tory back and it leads us to a cross, 
which with its sacred burden stands 
out against tho night of moral dark- 
ness. It leads us to One, who In tho 
awful solitude of death thought Him- 
self deserted not only by man but by 
God. Here, if wo read Cho history 



aright,. If wo brush away all tho cob- 
webs of theology and the inventions 
of priestcraft, we will see the Saviour, 
for whom the world is crying out. It" 
we follow Kls teachings wo will be 
saved from the consequences of our 
sins In this present life, and that is the 
first thing to bo considered if 
tho Christian Church is to gain that 
influence among mankind which it 
ought to have. Therefore we say to 
teachers and preachers, teach and 
preach Jesus of Calvary. Put away 
your books of doctrine, and ingenious 
reasoning. Do not troublo the people 
with what some council of prelates 
thought was the truth. Teach and 
preach -nil at we know is the truth. 
We know as well as wo can know any- 
thing that Jesus died on Calvary. We 
know as well as wo know anything 
that from His cross has flowed an 
lnlluence for the betterment of men 
Individually and collectively. Wo know 
that in proportion as the conceits of 
men have been allowed to supplant the 
facts, dissensions have arisen, disbe- 
lief has become rampant, persecution 
has thriven ' and the great ' work of 
evangelizing the world has been re- 
tarded. Throw such things to the 
winds. The dying figure on the cross 
Is better than all your theologies, for 
It appeals to humanity, and when hu- 
man sympathy has been aroused the 
iriind is prepared to receive the teach- 
ings of those in whose behalf it has 
been called forth. Present Jesus of Cal- 
vary to the world, and most assuredly 
He v. I" draw all nations unto Himself. 
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SYNTHETIC CHEMISTRY. 

Some ten or a dozen years ago there 
was a groat deal said about synthetic 
chemistry, and, if the writers in the 
Sunday editions of the New York pa- 
pers were to be believed, the day was 
at hand when chemists in their labora r 
tories would make up our foods out of 
tho atmosphere and a few other natural 
substances. It was pointed out that 
carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen and oxygen 
were the chief ingredients of food, and 
that Science (with an exceptionally 
large S) was about to relieve Dame 
Nature of the work of preparing foods, 
so that every morning your chemist 
would serve you with fresh bacon, 
made in his workshop during the pre- 
vious night, and "apples and oranges,- 
(It for a king" would be produced daily 
in any part of tho world. The form 
might differ from what have been ac- 
customed to, but the substance would 
bo there, flavor and all. As we remem- 
ber the plans that were then unfolded, 
a beefsteak was to resemble a small 
cake; fruit would not be particularly 
tempting to the eye, because it would 
probably bo in the form of small pills. 
All extraneous matter was to be elim- 
inated from the manufactured foods; 
the teeth would, have nothing to do, 
and by the inclusion of certain peptic 
Ingredients in the various foods, the 
labor of 'he stomach was to be reduced 
to a minimum. Now do not run away 
with the Idea that a beefsteak made by 
the synthetic chemist was to have any 
beef in it. Far from It. Indeed the 
suggestion was that it would be made 
from crude petroleum; fruit was to be 
made In the same way. In fact ani- 
mals were to be a source of food no 
longer and no one was going to take 
the trouble to raise vegetables. This 
sort of thing is theoretically possible, 
and being theoretically possible 
nwspaper scribe 
present a readabl 
difficulty In 
commercial way, Some chemist was 
said to have produced something which 
he called a beefsteak and which when 
aten satisfied hunger as well as a 
beefsteak would, and upon this basis 
marvelous structure of commercial 
synthetic chemistry was constructed, 
so that the day seemed about to dawn 
hen the farmer would find his occu- 
pation gone, and the man who would 
stoop to pick a strawberry would low- 
er himself to tho level of a barbarian. 
Well, this has not happened yet. Syn- 
thetic chemistry has been a great suc- 
cess in producing tilings which will do- i 
stroy life, but in the way of producing j 
things that will sustain it, to say that 
it Is in its infancy would be to over- 
estimate, what has been accomplished. 

The great synthetic^ chemist is Na- 
ture, and her great laboratory is plant 
life. Her achievements arc marvelous. 
One experiment may bo mentioned as 
showing what she can do. An onion 
seed was planted in soil in which there 
was not a trace of sulphur and water- 
ed with chemically pure water; but 
when the onion had grown it contained 
sulphur. There must be a certain am- 
ount of sulphur in an onion, and Na- 
ture found it somewhere. Take that 
deadly poison Prussic acid. When 
men rnahe it, it is of sucli awful po/ 
tency that an exceedingly minute drop 
will cause death; but when Nature 
makes it for the purpose of giving 
flavor to bitter almonds and cherry 
pits, she does it so deftly and distri- 
butes it so skilfully that it does no 
harm. Only a few ingredients go to 
make up .vegetable foods of all kinds, 
and close ' chemical analysis cannot 
discover why one product should be 
food and another poison, or, if not 
poison, at least non-nutritious. This 
; one of Nature's many secrets. We 
ave just said that Nature's great la- 
boratory Is plant life. We eat animal 
food, but animals feed upon vegetable 
food. Kxcept the meek and lowly pig, 
we reject as a rule all animals which 
do not feed upon vegetable life alone. 
1 pig will eat anything, and as tho 
schoolboy remarked, that is a good 
reason for calling It a pig. Generally 
speaking; carnivorous animals feed on 
non-carnivorous, so we may accept it 
as a fixed proposition that everything 
wo eat, not the produce of the ana, 



has at one stage or another paused 
through Nature's plant laboratory. 
About fishes we cannot bo quite as 
certain, because we do not know very 
much about what ilsh live on. Large 
fish cat small ones, and possibly small 
fish eat the smaller animal life with 
which the sea abounds. Whether the 
abundant plant life, with which the sea 
floor is covered, has anything to do 
with tho substance of fish life, is, we 
Imagine, yet an open question. Na- 
ture has a great' synthetic laboratory 
in the ocean, with brandies in lakes 
and rivers, and we do not know much 
about the processes that go on In it. 
The brilliant author of "Our Heritage 
of the Seas," says that we have been 
eating herring for thousands of years, 
but have not yet found out what her- 
ring eat. The same is true of many 
other fishes. 

- It' will" be a long time before Science 
(again with tho biggest kind o fan S) 
discovers how to reliovc Nature of her 
self-imposed obligation. Not that we 
can see .any special reason why any one 
should want her to be relieved, as a 
general propostion. If a way can be 
discovered ' whereby food products can 
be artificially made, that is how the 
carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen and oxy- 
gen and the other Ingredients can be 
taken out of the air, and mineral oil 
and other substances and made into 
food, it would doubtless have its uses, 
but most of us would rathor trust Na- 
ture than any manufacturing concern 
to put the Prussic acid into our cher- 
ries. Most of us would prefer a peach 
with a bloom upon its cheek, or an 
apple with its polished skin and firm 
while flesh, or a bunch of luscious 
grapes to tho best artificial fruit that 
tho most heavily capitalized company 
could turn out of its workshops. They 
may manufacture just as fine straw- 
berries in Chicago as they please, but 
we will take ours from Saanlch, when 
wo cannot get them closer at home. 

For the benefit of those who may not 
know what Synthetic chemistry meansi 
wo may add that analytic chemistry 
is the science of taking things apart to 
see what they are made of; while 
synthetic chemistry is the combination 
of elementary substances to see what 
they will make. 

o— ■ — 
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Judging from the queries which find 
their way into newspaper offices, there 
must be a plentiful lack of informa- 
tion everywhere as to the common- 
est things of life. This observation 
docs not apply to Victoria in any spec- 
ial degree, as will be evident enough 
to any one who is a careful reader of 
papers printed in the great centres of 
population in Canada, the United 
States and the United Kingdom. Al- 
lowing for the "syndicate" questions 
and answers, which aro furnished by 
some central agency to a hundred or 
more newspapers at the same time and 
J are not genuine, the questions that are 
asked of newspapers in perfect good 
faith arc astounding. Sometimes they 
come in tile form of letters; often they 
come over the telephone, and usually 
they are of a kind that can be answer- 
ed either oft' hand or after a few min- 
utes' investigation. The Colonist is 
always ready to help its readers to 
solve any question in which they are 
interested, as far as the means at its 
disposal will permit, but in these days 
of cheap books, it is inconceivable why 
the go many simple questions should b 



tions from two persons as to the pro 
nunclation of very common words. 
Any school spelling-book would have 
given the answers, but the people ask- 
ing questions apparently never thought 
of looking them up. Other questions 
are asked, which could be settled by 
reference to any school history, and so 
en. if you ask if these queries are 
genuine, we reply that, in the light of 
tlie questions asked tho Colonist, we 
see every reason lo think they are. 

it is not a very difficult matter to 
become fairly well-informed, and the 
pleasure that is added to life 'by pos- 
session of Information bearing upon 
even common subjects Is worth very 
much moro than the trouble necessary 
to obtain It. In every household theve 
ought to be four books: The Bible, a 
good modern atlas, a dictionary and 
an encyclopedia. In regurd to the latter 
wo do not recommend the Brltannica 
for family use. It is too voluminous in 
Its treatment of questions for handy 
reference. Chambers' is much more 
convenient. and it contains quite 
enough for ordinary purposes. The 
Colonist has several encyclopedias at 
its disposal and it finds Chambers' the 
most convenient for general reference. 
If the price Is not an obstacle, the 
Century Dictionary with its supple- 
mentary volumes ought to be chosen 



happens so frequently that it may bo 
accepted as one of the laws of memory. 
Another excellent plan Is to study 
maps so as to become familiar with 
tho contour of land and water, the re- 
lative positions of places, the magni- 
tudes of countries and so on. Every 
Canadian ought to study tho Map of 
Canada so thoroughly as to have it 
bfor his mind always, ■ when any- 
thing In regard to the geography of 
the country arises. If such know- 
ledge of Canada is once acquired, it 
will surely bo added to by a similar 
knowledge of other countries, and 
When once this has been accomplished, 
all the person possessing It will have 
to do, when reading or talking about 
any country, any railway, or anything 
elso having some relation to geography, 
will bo to unroll his mental map and 
locate the facts on it. A very excel- 
lent habit to adopt is to look up the 
localities mentioned In the news tele- 
grams to the papers. It will be a sur- 
prise to find how much more interest- 
ing these will become when this has 
been done. The other day the Col- 
onist published a to.egram saying that 
tho Duchess of Bedford had been frozen 
in at a point 200 miles north of Point 
Barrow. How many readers knew ap- 
proximately where this was and what 
degree of success on the part of Mlk- 
klesen's expedition It indicated'.' It 
showed that he was unablo to get as 
far Fast along the Northern coast of 
the continent us he expected, and also 
that the Polar land, which ho expected 
to find, Is further off the continental 
shore than he supposed it to be. This 
illustration will show the additional 
pleasure derivable from the news of tho 
day if one takes the the little troublo 
necessary to find out matters of the 
kind. The Colonist draws the above 
references because it was able to recall 
tho route which Mikklesen said he ex- 
pected to follow, the point it which he 
expected to winter, and the distance 
northward, which he hoped to traverse 
to find the Polar land. And this is by 
no means a very diiiicult matter; any 
school boy could do the same thing. 

There Is a revolt in Roumania, and 
it Is possible that what Is taking place 
there may Involve Austro- Hungary in 
some complications, ft would not bo 
necessary for ony one to be told this, 
who took the trouble to look up Rou- 
mania on the map. The Amir of Af- 
ghanistan is being received with great 
attention in India, partly on his own 
account and partly because Afghanis- 
tan is a buffer state between India and 
Russia. Nearly every one*J<nows this, 
but its significance is much more ap- 
preciated by those who have in their 
minds a map of that part of Asia than 
those who have not. 

History is a much more difficult sub- 
ject to Inform one*elf upon, for the 
reason that It does not appeal to the 
eye as geography does. The memory, 
in regard to most historical incidents, 
has to do without any aid of that kind. 
There are a few things which have 
been pictured so often that we are all 
familiar with them. Take Napoleon 
as an example. His name calls up a 
figure before us, but as a rule that 
figure does not help us very much to 
remember any of the material facts of 
his life. History is undoubtedly the 
most interesting reading ot all. Fic- 
tion cannot compare with it, when one 
lias once got Into the way of read- 
ing history. But while to be well in- 
formed on historical subjects calls for 
of an 
id 

very satisfactorily. Half an hour «. 
day devoted to the biographical 
sketches in an encyclopedia will great- 
ly add to the store of knowledge which 
any of us possesses. It is a very good 
plan, in studying history, to do so 
according to some system. For example 
suppose we take Charlemagne as a 
subject. We look hhn up in the sy- 
cyclopedia. (The one before us as we 
white is the International, a work of 
eleven volumes with maps and illus- 
trations issued by Dodd, Mead & Co. of 
New York in 11)02) anil find that he 
was born A.D. 712 and died in A.D. 
814. We learn that he was King of the 
Pranks and afterwards Roman Em- 
peror. After we have read what the 
| book has to say about his personal 
history, wo would do well to see what 
is said about the Franks, who were a 
federation <>f Germanic tribes 'which 
appeared in the lower and middle 
Rhine in the third century after 
Christ." This is a striking statement, 
and we will naturally read what the 
same work lias to say about tho Ger- 
manic peoples. In this way the study 
of history, while not very profound and 
few of us aro able to find leisure for 
the profound study of any subject, will 
take on a new interest, and our ideas 
ot man and nations will become broad- 
ened. When one has acquired a taste 
this sort of reading, novels will 
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Atlas and contains, under the head of 
names, references to most pereons 
about whom you may wish to get in- 
formation, also to leading characters 
In fiction and other matters. Equip- 
ped with the aforegoing books, a per- 
son, who knows how to make use of 
them, can readily become very well in- 
formed upon the common things which 
arise from day to day. 

There are many ways of using ref- 
erence books. One Is to pick them up 
In a leisure moment and read a little. 
There is something very strange about 
tho memory. One may read an article 
which apparently makes no permanent 
impression Upon the mind, and 
impression upon tho mind, and can- 
not be recalled voluntarily, but after- 
wards something will occur, which will 
recall it. Speaking from a long and 
varied experience, wc say that this 



can be no possible objection, but it is 
just as well to remember that most of 
us do not need any mental recreation 
whatever. What we need is mental 
work. 

There Is another field of knowledge 
Into which investigation is very de- 
lightful, but it calls for more time and 
effort than the aforegoing. It is that 
of natural phenomena, including in that 
term vegetable and animal life as well 
as the winds, ocean currents, clouds 
and so on. Reference has already been 
made In these columns to somo aspects 
of this field. We have spoken about 
the constellations and marine life. An- 
other Is the forests. The people who 
can tell theTSommon names of the com- 
mon trees are not as many as they 
ought to lie, and those who can de- 
scribe tho localities where these trees 



flourish best are yet fewer In number. 
Our mosses and lichens form a subject 
of investigation to which a lifetime 
might be devoted, but a little super- 
ficial knowledge of these would afford 
great pleasure. To know the names 
of the common rocks and to classify 
them - in a general way ought to bo 
within the knowledge of every one, but 
only a very few of us possess it, and 
in passing it may be mentioned that 
the sea shore about Victoria affords 
exceptional facilities for seeing tho' re- 
sults of the great forces of Nature 
which build up continents and islands. 
To become well-informed on thes 
points, habits of close observation are 
necessary and these must bo supple- 
mented by careful reading. We have 
not spoken of the grasses, the flowers, 
insect life, tho birds and a hundred 
other objects, but when wc take a 
moment or two to think of the vast 
number of things, common things with 
which we come in contact every day 
and about which we know practically 
nothing at all, our ignorance will ap- 
pear so great that we ought to be stim- 
ulated to an effort to gain more know- 
ledge than we now possess.

In an Interview yeslerda'y her lady 
ship spoke hopefully of the success of 
her venture. 

"Even if it is a failure," she said, "It 
will be a guide as to the future. The 
Banbury district is particularly suit- 
able for fruit-growing, and my pro- 
posal is to encourage Us development. 

"Our own country should benefit by 
the enormous demand for preserved 
and bottled fruits, which is increasing 
annually." 

Lady Algernon Gordon-Lennox be- 
lieves that the preserved fruit industry 
can be carried or. as profitably and as 
well in England as In Germany or Am- 
erica. She is. busy making arrange- 
ments to carry out her scheme. 

Through her Instrumentality fruit- 
growing has become part of the curri- 
culum In most elementary schools In 
North Oxfordshire, Southeast War- 
wickshire and South Northamptonshire 
and she thinks this might further be 
developed if County Councils would 
tako the matter up more generally.

To Reline a Coat 

The business of relining a coat, 
Which is so often necessary at this 
time of the year, can bo very simply 
achieved in the following manner: i 
First remove, half the old lining to use; 
as a pattern by which to cut out. the 
new one, leaving the other half stitch- 
ed to the coat to net as guide. 1 



The next process is to unpick the 
piece of lining which lias been detach- 
ed. Lay it Hat on the new material 
and cut round the pattern, leaving 
enough for trimmings. Sew up the 
seams, leaving the arm seam open. 
Lay the new lining over one side of 
the coat, and baste it into position, 
unpicking the remaining half by de- 
grees and basting the new in its 
place, says Woman's Life. 

Tlie bottom, front and neck must 
now be neatly hemmed, and the arm- 
holes and under-arm seams sewed up. 
Any material which is over should be j 
gathered or neatly pleated into thes 
two seams.

Cream Waffles. 

Two cup'fuls of sour cream, one tea- 
spoonful of saieratus, flour enough to 
make rather ' a stiff batter.

Mash the yolks of hard boiled eggs 
and moisten with a little butter and 
vinegar, work to a paste, adding salt, 
pepper and French mustard to taste; 
also. If desired, a drop of tobasco. 
Spread the mix aire between slices o£ 
Boston brown bread cut wafer thin. 



Chocolate Pie. 

Beat together the yolks of four eggs 
with a cupful of sugar, add a cupful of 
hot milk, a little vanilla • and three 
tablespoonfuls of grated chocolate. 
Bake with an under crust only. Whip 
the whites of the eggs, sweeten, spread 
over the top and set in the oven to 
brown slightly. 



Turnip Soup. 

Boil six small turnips until soft 
enough to rub through a sieve. Fry an 
onion until it is cooited, but not brown, 
in a trifle of butter. Put the turnips, 
onions, pepper and sail in a saucepan 
and add a quart of milk. Stjr thor- 
oughly, and when smooth serve with a 
little grated cheese on lop. 

Cabbage Tart. 

Chop fine a small head and season 
with salt and popper; cook in a kettlo 
in just enough water to keep from 
burning. Take half a, cupful or soud 
milk, half a cupful of vinegar, two 
eggs, butter the size of an egg, beat to- 
gether and pour over cooled cabbage in 
the kettle.

It Is very simple to learn how to 
broil steak. If your stove has a broiler 
it renders the task much easier than 
if you have to hold til ebroiler over the 
coals.

Whatch it 
closely, and as soon as il begins to 
drip turn It. Then if the steak Is not 
more than half an Inch thick let it cook 
from five to eight minutes. Remove 
It from the broiler to a hot platter and 
run a little melted butter over it and 
place around it potato chips. 

Broiled steak should be served pip- 
ing hot. Do not allow it to stand after 
broiling, but. have everything ready so 
the steak can be served immediately. 
A nice gravy can be made by stirring 
Into the drippings a tablespoonful of 
butter and a tablespoonful of flour, and 
when this is well browned add a cup- 
ful or more of water.

Intareiting ReminUcencea of the Career of iir W. Howard Rus.ell 



Every war correspondent I have 
known has risked his Ufa as fearless- 
ly, and sometimes more hazardously, 
than the ordinary soldier. I have 
known several of tho most famous of 
thorn, and particularly tho Pen o£ tho 
War, who has just been laid to rest, 
Dr. Sir Howard Kussoll. Ho told mo 
Bome years ago, that he had begun 
writing his reminiscences. 'Or ruth- 
er,' ho said, 'I am dictating them. I 
find that method rather Irksome: but 
one gets over a good deal of ground In 



him and his wives prisonors to Pre- 
toria. On our way wo had to encamp. 
It was tho mlddlo of tho day, and I 
thought I'd like to go on. I knew 
tho country well, and thero ivas no 
enemy in front. Col. Baker Russell 
suggested that I should havo on escort, 
which I did not think necessary, I 
knew I should catch tho mail cart leav- 
ing Pretoria, and offered to tako any 
lottors to tho camp. Col. Russell said,

Js plenty of opportunity to revise and 
correo'i. In tho Crimea ono had to 
work practically under fire; we were 
operating on a plateau, and continu- 
ally exposed to tho Russian guns.' 
'And a war correspondent,' I said 
'wins no glory by bolng shot.' 'No,' 
eald Russell, with a smile. 'Poor dev- 
il) They would say. 'What business 
has ho there? Even his editor would 
resent it as a piece of unnecessary 
foolhardiness.' Russell's was a face 
not made for fighting, it was geniality 
ltsolf, and there was no jealousy in his 
disposition regarding his rivals. I re- 
member on ono occasion his speaking 
of Archibald Forbes' graphic account 
of the siege of Plevna with hearty ad- 
miration. He laid gawat faith in Stan- 
ley. When wo were all ((except a very 
few) looking upon his long silenco in 
Darkest Africa as being ominous, I 
dined with Dr. Russell, who had no 
doubt about his safety. 'Lots of pluck 
and strategic cunning, ho will como 
home all right. You'll see,' ho said." 
That book of reminiscences has never 
appeared. I doubt if ever Russell re- 
sumed the dictation upon which ho 
(said he was engaged years and years 
ago. He has left behind, printed and 
unprinted, plenty of material for It. 
Speaking on ono occasion of his pub- 
lished work ho said, 'My diary In India 
contains the best work I ever did.' 
Tho Famous War Correspondent. 
Thero is one realistic bit in the diary 
which compares well with anything 
ho did before or since, let alone his 
splendid record of the Crimea. I can't 
avoid quoting It as an example of tho 
picturesque touch, tho artistic light 
and shadows of Russell's fascinating 
descriptive work in the Crimea ((so 
much better known than his Indian 
diary), which is historical, apart from 
his fearless and honest exposure of our 
mistakes and distresses. Here, how- 
ever, is tho examplo taken almost at 
random from his Indian Diary— Out- 
ram's advance against the Martlniere 
and his crossing of the floating bridges 
of rafts over tho Goomtee. 'See," he 
writes, 'there is, indeed, a beautiful 
sight — the head of the column of Brit- 
ish troops is emerging from the woods 
which surround our compound and 
marching upon the bridge. Tho scar- 
let of the Bays shines brightly in the 
sun. What a storm of lightning points 
—flashes of bright steel— bursts 
through the clouds of dust. There go 
tho Rifles, the dear old brigade! Will 
the column never ceas.? Hour after 
hour it has been passing over, and all 
the time we were in the hot sun and 
blinding dust on tho top of the Dikoo- 
sha. hat swarms of camp followers! 
What a mighty impendimentum of 
baggage, desorts of camels, wilder- 
nesses of elephants, all pouring along 
toward the river! And then fol- 
lowing in parallel lines, the folds of 
the serpent-like columns which is 
wending its way through cornfields till 
it disappears in tho woods on the hori- 
zon.' Then later In the graphic story, 
every detail of which you see, comes 



mo a couplo of orderlies. "No," I said 
"let tho poor chaps havo their rest." 
And away I went. When I had pushed 
through tho bush and reached the- 
veldt, I saw that a storm was coming 
up — and they aro terrible storms out 
there— so I hurried on for the riven 
I had to cross, .knowing that svlacn the 
storm broko tho water would rlso at 
a tremendous rate, as it does in Af- 
rica. I got down to the river bed by 
tho wagon way, just as tho Btorm 
broke violently. • Entering the water a 
blinding flash of lightning! torrllled my 
horse, and he fell with my. left leg fast 
In tho stirrup. I could not move. My 
head was partly under water, the rain 
was coming down In torrents, and tho 
river was rising rapidly. I made tre- 
mendous efforts to get tho liorso to 
move. He lay like a log. I gavo myself 
up for lost. 

"As the river began to reach my 
lips I made a last struggle; tho stirrup 
broko^nnd released my right leg. Thon 
I got the horso up and managed to 
drag myself Into tho saddle; but just 
before reaching the other side my poor 
horse fell again. This time, howover, 
I was not hampered by him. I strug- 
gled to my feet, and he, too, after a 
timo did so; but It was a lucky es- 
cape, for tho river was now running 
so fast and deep. Wo climbed tho bank 
together— I leaned upon the horso un- 
able to mount him. I was glad to sec 
the house of Mr. Grey, a well known 
farmer, with whom I had dined moro 
than once. He was standing just with- 
in his doer speaking to one of his men. 
As he saw me he shouted to his fol- 
lows: 'Don't let the drunken Dutch- 
man como In here!' I was pretty well 
disfigured as you may guess. I shout- 
ed, as well as 1. 'could, 'Grey, It is I! 
Grey, " my.'dear fellow, it is I — Russell.' 
Presently he let 'me In. I went to bod. 
And tne next.day Gen.Wolseley crossed 
the river with his forces.'' Wy horse, 
by tho way, died of his injuries. I 
told Sir Garnet how I came to the con- 
clusion that it was all up ■with? rne; 
that I should "he swept out to sea and 
never heard of any more. 'Oh,', but wo 
would have found you',* said the gen- 
eral; 'we would have hunted you 
through all the world and n;e would 
have found you and have given you 
a handsome funeral, never fear!" Ho 
offered to rig up an ambulance for 
me, but I preferred to. remain. ..with 
my friend Grey. I am lame for life, 
can . ride no more, and it Is really 
a trouble to go' about much, which 
as you will understand well enough 
Is a great deprivation.' : i 

'So Runs tho World Av/ay' 
All the same he did go about hob- 
bling on his stick, it Is. true but al- 
ways apparently in good spirits, alive 
to tho questions of the day, deeply 
Interested in world's doings, sympa- 
thetic to. tho men -who were in touch 
with the younger men — the pens of 
the future — and an unstinted admira- 
tion of the energy jind descriptive 
work of Archibald Forbes and Stan- 
ley.

Lot me show you something that is 
worse than hell; which is more ter- 
rlblo than vice. For sin Is not tho 
ultimate degradation of humanity. I 
will take you into a close-wedged pro- 
cession of happy men, women and chil- 
dren, and make you feel that you 
would rather bo journeying to tho 
magnificence- of hell In a rout of dev- 
ils. 

It is a procession of thousands of 
shabby men and women passing at a 
crawl between shop windows and cos- 
termongers' barrows on a Saturday 
night in southeast London. Tho wind 
from thoThames blows hither and thith- 
er tho flames of naphtha lamps, and 
makes them tug and hiss at tho greasy 
burners. It is bitterly cold: women 
draw their gray shawls closer over 
their heads; men turn up their coat 
collars, hump their shoulders, and 
thrust their hands' deeper In their poc- 
kets, and tho bluo faced children, 
squeezed between the legs of tho 
crawling multitude, shiver and snuffle 
with chattering teotb and purple Hps 
which twitch and shudder— half from 
cold and half from hunger. 

Look at some of the faces. The wo- 
men have their hear dragged back 
from their foreheads; tho eyes hardly 
visible; tho noses are short and broad; 
the blubber Hps reach across their 
swollen faces. The men have ohifty 
eyes, thoir under jaws project — there 
is nothing iu their faces which sug- 
gests dignity or kindness. Now and 
thon a girl passes whoso face is beau- 
tiful beyond Imagination, but tho gar- 
ments are horrible, and the words that 
Issue from her Hps aro vile. On ail 
tho faces you read satisfaction and 
content. Even tho starving children 
poop about with excitement. 

On the top rail of a stall, stuck upon 
hooks, and Just high enough to grin 
above tho multitude, are the heads of 
two sucking pigs; the eyes are half 
open and wear a glassy smile; round

S. Recommendation that if in tho 
opinion of the government there is 
shortage of labor that a commission 
be appointed to inquire into tho ques 
tlon and that tho Trades and Labor 
Council be equally represented with 
the other bodies. 



The purport of Mr. William's bill, 
now before the Provincial Legislature 
"An Act Respecting the Payment of 
Wages." is as follows: 'That the Mas- 
ter and Servant Act" he amended by 
adding hereto, after section 7, the ap- 
pended new section: 

'Every workman, employee or ser- 
vant, where the rate of wages does 
not exceed four dollars per day, shall 
be paid at intervals not- to exceed once 
every two weeks. No contract shall 
ba entered Into that provides for pay- 
ment of wages at longer intervals than 
once in two weeks. In the absence of any 
agreement binding both parties to la- 
bor contract to give notice of the ter- 
mination thereof all wages due a work- 
man, employee or servant shall be 
paid forthwith upon such person 
ceasing to work or being discharged. 
Any employer, or the agent of any 
employer, who contravenes the pro- 
visions of this section, shall be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars.' 



• In time of war prepare for peace. 
When old Boreas is on tho warpath, 
flourishing his stinging lash of the 
north wind, when the snow Is on the 
ground and the storms are howling, it 
is a good plan to look cold winter out 
of countenance by getting all ready for 
gentle spring and glorious summer. 

At my desk I like to lay plans for a 
spring that never falls to come. There 
Is nothing like being prepared. I wanj 
so much ground for this flower and so 
much for that. There must first be 
the plan ot the architect before the 
skyscraper can go up. The winter will 
not seem so cold or the storms so ter- 
rlblo if you can look through it all nnd 
in imagination you cun see your col- 
umbines nnd pyrethrums. These flow- 
ers are hardy In the Northland. 
The Pyrothrum 
Or painted daisy, is a very unpre- 
tending flower, quite hardy. I think the 
single mixed are about ns satisfactory 
as anything you have, a very rich 
variety of color. Flowers are daisy- 
shaped, some of them two inches 
across. You have the. various shades 
of color, mingling with the white, and 
for decoration day you can set a de- 
lightful bouquet. 

There is the double form, but the 
flower seems to pay more attention to 
being double than to being beautiful. 

You can send and get the plants, 
which will cost by mail about $1.50 per 
dozen, or you can get the seed and 
grow your own. These are perennials, 
and remember you must always sow 
seeds of perennials very early in the 
spring. They are much more hardy 
than annuals. There Is a very large 
late form of this flower, which Is call- | 
ed Uiignosum, something like « tall 
storey Aster, which blooms, in Sep- 
tember and October. This helps to ex- 
tend the season of flowers. 

Planting Seeds 
Remember, in planting seeds, you 
must bo careful and never let them dry 
while germinating. Seedsmen are of- 
ten blamed for sending out poor seeds 
when they have sent tho very best. If 
you sow fine seed out in the open, ten 
to one there will be a dry spell which 
will dry up the seeds just as they be- 
gin to sprout. 

Did you over try to raise celery 
from those tiny seeds sown out of 
doors? We presume you have tried it 
in disgust and thought that seedsman 
a fraud. Now, tho smaller the seeds 
the lighter the covering. Most flower 
seeds are small, and the covering must 
bo light. 

I think this plan of procedure origin- 
ated with us: Sow tho seeds in a well 
prepared bed and cover lightly with 
earth, perhaps a quarter of an Inch. 
Water well and cover well with a gun- 
nysack ripped open, or any piece of. 
burlap. If the weather is wet it keeps 
rain from washing the beds and spat- 
tering and disturbing the tiny seeds. 
If It is dry it retains the moisture. 
Should it be quite dry then with the 
water pot give the burlap a thorough 
soaking every night if need be. Soon' 
you will find they; are beginning to 
sprout. Watch them closely. If you 
should take the covering off In the 
morning the little plants would sun- 
burn. You must remove It in the 
evening, and they will get used to the 
air by morning. Of course all will not 
comu at lirst. You may need to keej> 
at up watering every night till fhe rest 
appear. Thus with a. .little care you 
win have a good stand of fine plants. 

Some things you can start in the 
house with a little trouble- when It will 
be easy to watch them. They grow 
quite rapidly, and you can reset them 
a time or two, and as the weather gets 
warmer sot them out of doors or put 
the window up to toughen them before 
going Into the garden. Little plants 
require a good deal of motherly care. 
Keep good watch over your house 
plants. Wo told you how to have a 
hardy winter garden of tulips and hy- 
acinths. We trust many of our read- 
ers adopted the plan, for If your house 
Is cold and tho frost invades it those 
hardy flowers will not mind it, even if 
they should be frozen solid while in 
full bloom. 

Success With Roses 
The first ' step to success in tho 
growing of roses is to select a suitable 
place for planting. This is an absolute 
nueese.'tj. The best place in the gar- 
den Is none too good for roses. Do not 
plant on the north side or at a- corner 
of the house, as the winds would in- 
jure the bushes, and the sun could 
not properly reach them. A. warm, 
sunny position should be selected, on 
a southern exposure, and not too near 



a -building or tree, lest , tho rose be 
robbed of the needed nourishment and 
sunshine. It is sufliclent if the rose 
has the sun in the morning and during 
putt of the afternoon. The best results 
are had-when the roses are planted In 
groups or hedges, as they grow much 
better and are more easily cared for. 
They should not be planted in tho 
shade of trees or buildings. The rose 
requires plenty of nourishment, water 
and pure air. It should always be kept 
freo from dead leaves and insects. 
Roses do well in almost any garden 
soil which is not too sandy; In tho lat- 
ter case, much benefit will bo derived 
from mixing in clay or muck in suit- 
able proportions. If the soil is too 
heavy, a mixture of wood ashes and 
air-slacked lime would make it about 
right. Do not forget to fertilize the 
soil generously with cow manure and 
bono manure. Water should not bo 
allowed, to settle about tho bushes in 
winter, as it will do great harm to tho 
plants. By following these suggestions 
there will be no difficulty in raising 
line roses. 

Sweet Peas 

.After the frost leaves the ground 
spado It up, breaking the lumps and 
working in manure well. Plant the 
seeds early. After the ground has 
been thoroughly worked, dig a trench 
about three inches deep, and sow tho 
seeds a little thicker than most kinds 
of flowers. When the plants get about 
two inches high make a trellis of wire 
netting tour or live feet high, or you 
can use a lath fence with twine' run 
through. Keep the fading blossoms 
closely picked. It is better not to put 
sweet peas in the same ground two 
years in succession, but if you do the 
ground should bo well manured in the 
fall.

At a joint meeting of the executive 
of the Trades and Labor Council and 
a special committee from the Laborers 
Protective association held In tho 
Labor hall last week, a resolution was 
adopted regarding the shortage of 
labor, and the resolution adopted by 
the last convention of tho Trades and 
Labor Congress of Canada on Asiatic 
immigration, which reads in part as 
follows, were endorsed: 

1. That the organized workmen of 
Canada desire to see Canada peopled 
by a free, enlightened, moral, energet- 
ic and law-abiding class of citizens, and 
recognize that this can be done only 
by the Influx of immigrants from other 
countries. 

2. That the influx should be the 
•spontaneous movement of the immi 
grants, themselves, and in this regard 
we declare against any system of as 
slsted Immigration or the planting 
of bonuses for that purpose. 

3. That while every regard should 
be had for the welfare of those who 
seek our shores, ; he lirst considera- 
tion should bo the welfare of the Can- 
adian people and the betterment of 
our common country, and that tills 
consideration requires tho exclusion of 
certain nationalities and classes 
of people who, either by temperament 
non-assimilative, qualifications, habits 
customs or want of any permanent; 
good which their coming; brings to us, 

not a desirable acquisition to our' 
citizenship. _ 

4. Thaf among the classes that aro 
not desirable acquisitions wo Include 
Chinamen, Hindus anil all other Asiat 
ic peoples.' 



Soils for Hotbeds 

Tlie use of sifted moss mixed with 
sandy soil is recommended as the best 
sol] for hotbeds. Tho moss Is dried 
and then run through a coal-ash sieve 
witli quarter-inch meshes, Tho hot- 
bed Is then covered about four inches 
Inside the 1 frame with this mixture 
tablespoonful of super-phosphato and 
of wood, ashes !s applied for each 
square yard o<! space. • This makes i 
nice, porous, moist and spongy seed 
bed. Make tlie rows by using tho edge 
of a lath pressed into tho soil a fourth 
of an inch ai)<J rubbed backwards and 
forwnrds a few .times. Cover tho seed 
a fourth of an Inch with the moss and 
soil. The moss enables the soil to 
hold a grout deal of water when it is 
given, and the roots form a freo net- 
work of fibres, and It facilitates trans 
planting. This soil does not break or 
crust. 

Sweet Williams 

.These lovely border plants are much 
neglected, partly because thoir admir- 
ers fall to procure plants in their pro- 
per season and from propagating from 
choice plants when a good list is once 
secured. Seed should be planted every 
spring, from specially fine and desir- 
able sorts; this will keep the stock of 
plants well renewed each year. I find 
thoy are sure to do well If layered as 
wo .do carnations. Notch tho shoot 
just below tho joint, bend It carefully 
to avoid breaking, press down Into tho 
soil, being sure this is well mellowed 
and a supply of clean sand at hand to 
place just under the cut on tho branch. 
Press the earth over it quite firm, us- 
ing small stakes to hold it in position, 
then water well; see to this daily; In 
a few weeks they will bo rooted and-

A Wonderful Leader 

Work Accomplished by General Booth, Head of the Salvation Army 



The following Interesting skoich o£ 
Genoral Booth's marvelous -work is 
taken from the Toronto Star: 

"Now, I would like to know how 
many thousands there are on earth 
who aro saved and how jnany thero 
are to whom the Salvation Army 
brought blessings." 

"Thirty-nine years ago, within a few 
days, on a hot, sultry July Sabbath 
afternoon, I walked past this spot on 
my way to the eastern part of this 
great metropolis, in order that I might 
go to what was expected to be a very 
short salvation campaign. That was 
a memorable day in my history, and a 
memorable day in the history of a 
great many more. The field of labor 
was the Mile End; my tabernacle was 
a rough old tent in a disused burial 
ground; my audienco a crowd of poor 
Whitechapollors; and the result, bles- 
sed by God was a few desolate souls 
at the mercy seat." 

The Goneral's Consecration. 

Then having looked upon the wil- 
derness of misery and sin in the East 
End. the General in his Inimitable way 
described his life's decision: 

"I dared to put myself by the sldo 
of my own blessed Lord, and said, 
'Thy word sliail bo my work, and Thy 
business shall bo my business,' and I 
gave myself up to do what little I 
could. I had no idea I was able to do 
very much. I went homo to my wife 
and said, 'Darling, I have found my 
distiny; I see now what I was born 
for; what all this wandering about the 
world has been intended to lit me for. 
I have found my sphere; I have given 
mys?lf to it; and I havo also given you 
to it, darling, and all wo have and 
are!" 

There is no doubt that the General 
attributes much of the honor that God 
has conferred upon him to the thor- 
oughness of his consecration when ho 
started out to follow Christ, and if 
there is anything In the saying that 
"the boy is father to the man," then 
it is easy to imagine the spiritual boy- 
hood of the General from the devotion 
and whole-hearted consecration that 
now characterizes him in his almost 
completed 78th year. 

Converted at Fifteen. 

The General was converted when he 
was but fifteen, and we aro told that 
"he gave proof in manifold measuro of 
the reality of his conversion." 

On reading the records of these ear- 
ly days, we quite think he did, for, al 
though unable to leave business until 
eight o'clock, he would hurry away 
each evening to hold cottage meetings 
which usually lasted till ten, and 
which were often succeeded by calls 
to visit the sick and the daing. 

Open air meetings were constantly 
held in connection with these meetings 
and processions were led through the 
thoroughfares of his natlvo city, bring 
ing to his chapel such a tatterdemalion 
crowd as soon gavo rise to Instructions 
from the minister that the intruders 
should be seated in the hinder part of 
the building. 

His consecration waxed not cold 
with succeeding years, for when sev 
entoen he would often walk long dis 
tances into the country to fulfil some 
village appointment, stumbling his way 
home late at night, through dark, mud- 
dy lanes, cheering himself^ alcng by 
humming the prayer meeting refrains 
which during tho day had gladdened 
'..he hearts of returning sinners. 

To London at Twenty. 

When he was twenty the Genoral 
went to London, to the scene of his 
greatest labors and triumphs, but he 
missed the association of the young 
men with whom ho labored since his 
conversion. The following letter, how- 
ever — the oldest extant — shows that 
his consecrated zeal had not diminish- 
ed, for he says to one of his young 
friends: 

"Grasp still firmer the standard! 
Unfold still wider tho battle Hag! 
Press still closer on the ranks of tho 
enemy, and mark your pathway still 
raoro distinctly with glorious trophies 
of Emmanuel's grace, and with endur- 
ing monument of Jesus' power! The 
trumpet had given the signal for the 
conflict! Your general assures you of 
success and a glorious reward, your 
crown is already held out. Then why 
delay? Why doubt? Onward! On- 
ward! Onward! Christ for mo! Ee 
that your motto, bo that your battle- 
cry, be that your war note, be that 
your consolation, bo that your plea 
when asking mercy of God, your end 
When offering It to man, your hope 
when encircled by darkness, your tri- 
umph and victory when attacked and 
overcome by death! Christ for me! 
Toll It to men who aro living and dy- 
ing in sin! Toll it to Jesus, that you 
havo chosen Him to bo your Saviour 
and your God. Tell It to tho devils and 
bid them cease to harass, since you are 
determined to die for tho truth!" 

This soul-stirring and characteristic 
epistle might well puss for ono of the 
General's recent clarion appeals in the 
War Cry to his thousands of soldiery. 

Salary £50 per Year, 

When tho General was twenty-three 
ho relinquished business for the min- 
istry. That a great salary was not 
his aim was evident from the fact that 
when asked how much salary ho would 
requiro ho replied: "Twelve shillings 
a week will keep mo in bread and 
cheese." But his congregation would 
not hear of such a thing, and he bo- 
came "passing rich on fifty pounds a 
year." 

This, then, was tho whole-hearted 
consecration with which tho General, In 
tho days of his youth started out to 
assist Christ in Ills work of saving tho 
world. 

Tho Growth of the Army. 

There Is no wonder that tho General 
would like to know how many througli 
his consecration havo been led to a 
knowledge of sins forgiven, for out of 
tho whole-souled act has sprung Into 
being an organization which now, In 
fifty-three countries and colonies, hns 
over 15,000 officers who command CS-1 
corps of Salvation soldiery that pro- 
claim Christ and Him crucified. Where 
the wigwam of tho Red Indian nestles 
amongst tho pinos of tho forest, and 
tho round hut of tho Zulu on tho un- 
dulating voljt, thero are to bo found 
tho red guornsoyod officers. Whero 



Hindoo temples rise in tho shadow of 
stately palms, and where tho Austra- 
lian digger Mim.es the mud for the 
yellow gold, there are to be seen tho 
officers of the Salvation Army pro- 
claiming Christ and Him crucified. 

All around the world the army chari- 
ot rolls, and it rolls to the strain of 
martial music, for thero are nearly 
twenty thousand bandsmen in the Sal 
vation Army, who play salvation music 
for the glory of God and the saving 
of sinners. 

Ono issue of the Army's periodicals 
and papers, all telling of tho power of 
Christ's salvation, numbers consider- 
able over a million copies. 

Two thousand men and women ofll 
cers aro constantly engaged In minis 
tering to tho social needs of the poor 
and erring. What a work of benefi- 
cence — and all this has resulted from 
one man's boyish consecration — and 
that man tho General.

General Booth left Southampton on 
February 23, and when he has arrived 
in England again, will havo traveled 
ovor 25,000 miles — a marvelous feat nf 
endurance for ono who will soon cele- 
brato his 7Sth birthday, and who has 
lived such a strenuous life. 

Previous Journeyings 
The General is, perhaps, tho great- 
est traveler living. In his constant 
Journeys 'through Great Britain and 
Ireland during the last fifty years, and 
his frequent tours In every continent- 
al country ho has covered many thou- 
sands of miles yearly. 

The General during 100G, traveled 
through England, Scotland and Ireland, 
making thirty-two journeys exclusive 
of hlB motor campaign and continental 
tours. 

Ho conducted a campaign In Holland 
and went twico to Germany. On his 
third motor campaign he traveled 1,700 
miles. 

The total distance ho traveled last 
year is computed at 11,500 miles. 

So far back as 18SG, the General had 
visited Canada and America, but his 
first great world tour took place in 1891, 
when he visited South Africa, Austra- 
lia and India. Since then, in all, he 
lias visited America, Canada, Australia, 
Now Zealand and India four times, 
South Africa twice, and Palestine. Ho 
has traveled In all sorts of vehicles, 
from the motor car to the bullock 
wagon. 

His Forecast of the Trip. 

Before he left England, the General 
forecast his great trip: 

"All well, I embark at Southampton 
on February 23 for New York. It is 
not my intention to address any moot- 
ing in that city on this occasion. I 
am reserving that, In the goodness of 
God, for the autumn. But my daugh- 
ter, tho field commissioner, who has 
the direction of the Army in the United 
States, has her headquarters in Now 
York, and I confess to a father's weak- 
ness. 1 shall spend a couple of days 
with her^beforo actualy beginning the 
western part of this campaign. The 
object of this visit to Canada is three- 
fold—to see my own peoplo and en- 
courage them in more aggressive war- 
faro; study tho up-to-date conditions 
and possibilities of tho Dominion; and 
see how far our emigration and colon- 
ization work is coping with the needs 
and demands of the country. 

"The work which lies nearest my 
heart, however, is among tho peoplo 
directly, urging them to'renounce lives 
of selfishness and work for the glory 
of God, In tho service of man. My 
itinerary, which I give below, provides 
mo with ample opportunity for so do- 
ing, both in Canada and Japan. I 
shall be pleased to see onco more that 
good friend of the Army, Ills Excel- 
lency, Earl Grey, and the leaders of 
public life in that, interesting country. 
His Supreme Joy. 
"Japan holds out great attractions 
to me, and I shall with equal pleasure 
welcome the opportunity of studying 
it at first hand. But I assure you all 
that the supremo joy of my life is 
preaching tho Cross. I have found no 
reason or cause to alter or revise

Tho Divine ollxir has been proclaim- 
ed by the General to almost every na- 
tionality of man. White, brown, yel- 
low, black, havo listened to the general 
ilder their own skies, antl now ho goes 
to proclaim Christ to the Inhabitants 
of the east. 
Tho General Never in an Accident, 
A remarkable fact is that in all these 
journeyings by land and sea, the Gen- 
oral has been marvelously preserved 
from accidents and serious Illness. 

These journeys are the moro remark- 
ablo when It is remembered that they 
have never afforded any vacation from 
his work as a general. The responsi- 
bility of the world'wlde operations of 
tho Army have always rested on tho 
Goncral, whether ho has been at home 
or abroad. Indeed, even in his jour- 
neyings he is an Indefatigable worker. 

On shipboard he has a special chair 
in which ho continues to write and 
work all day long, whatever tho wea- 
ther may bo like. IE seas are calm, 
one of the General's favorite methods 
is to write in an ordinary deck chair 
with his writing pad resting on a pil- 
low on his knees. 

During one voyage to Australia the 
leader wrote his well known book. 
"Religion for Every Day," tho average 
output from his own pen being ovor a 
thousand words a day for a month on 
end. 

In trains also the General has writ- 
ten no end of War Cry articles, letters 
and material for tho books that bear 
his name. So anxious is ho never to 
waste a moment, even while traveling 
that when ho used to bo fatigued with 
writing on his knee, he had a broad 
strap made to go round his neck by 
which ho could steady himself from 
tho hat- rack and write standing. 

It goes without saying that tho Gen- 
eral's world-wide travels have furnish- 
ed many remarkable and oven roman- 
tic Incidents. He has- preached salva- 
tion to fashionable audiences and to 
lepers, Chinese, convicts, workhouse 
inmates .emigrants, homeless outcasts 
and huge working class congregations 
in all parts of tho world 

A Publican Converted 
Somo of tho most notorious sinners 
who ever entered a place of worship 
have been won for God by the Gener- 
al's meetings abroad, and thousands of 
such conversions have been brought 
about in a truly wonderful way. 

In San Francisco, a publican had 
come three hundred miles to hear the 
General. He heard him, was convicted 
of sin, and after a terrible struggle 
yielded to God. Rising from his knees 
tho convert went straight to the tele 
graph office and wired to his wife: 

"I have got converted. Close the 
door and pull down tho sign." 

Once, when at Lausanne, Switzer 
land, the General was being taken up 
In tho lift to his bedroom, and during 
that briefest of all journevs, ho made 
such good use of his time that he got 
tho elevator boy converted! 

Just about two years ago the general 
was at Cairo, on his way to Pales- 
tine, and one of the first people to 
greet him in Egypt was tho elevator 
boy — now grown to manhood. The 
other day this same convert wrote to 
International headquarters saying he 
was still serving God and waiting for 
the Army to open up in Egypt. 
Honored by Kings and Rulers 
During his many journeyings the 
General has been honored by kings, 
presidents, governors, senators, and 
public men of all creeds and opinions, 
and received with affection by rich 
and poor of every land. But what 
pleases him more than civic receptions 
or the praises of statesmen, how 
sincere, is a crowded penitent form! 
And, thank God, we believe our leader 
has never looked in vain for that — and 
never will. One hundred, two hun 
dred, and even three hundred souls 
have crowned his week-end cam 
paigns; indeed, no inconsiderable sec 
tlon of our army of officers and sol- 
diers today owe their conversion, as 
well as their unrivalled sphere of use 
fulness, to the General. 

That the General was divinely called 
and specially set apart by God for the 
purpose of encompassing the world 
with salvation is strikingly evidenced 
by the fact that in any other ago his 
remarkable achievements would have 
been impossible. 

Science and invention had barely 
brought methods of transit by land or 
sea to the present perfection before 
our leader "commandeered" those tri- 
umphs of Inventive art hitherto mon- 
opolized by commerce and pleasure, 
and consecrated them to the purposes 
of tho salvation war. He has jocular- 
ly stated that if motor campaigns — 
througli imitation — lose their effective- 
ness, he will arrange a balloon cam- 
paign. 

The General as a Social Reformer 
It was in the year 1300 that tho Gen- 
eral launched his scheme of social re- 
form, which was outlined in his book, 
"In Darkest England and the Way 
out." 

Tho scheme, as Is now generally 
known, consisted of three main 
planks: First, a city colony; second, 
land colonies; third, colonies overseas. 
To start the machinery £100,000 was 
needed — it was soon forthcoming. To 
keep the scheme going until it was 
self-supporting, £"T(D,000 a year was 
asked for — which was not forthcom- 
ing, so tho scheme had to undergo 
considerable modifications. But in 
spite of all the difficulties consequent 
on inadequate financial support, the. 
social work of the Salvution Army,' 
comprises the followlg Institutions:

-Anti -Suaoide Bureaus 
Tho foregoing- statistics will 
some idea of! the diversified character 
of tho social reform agencies and tho 
magnitudo of the work. There are, 
however, new agencies constantly be- 
ing called Into being, such as tho new- 
ly formed Anti-Suicide bureaus, the 
principle upon w-hicri they worked be- 
ing: "Don't coimmlt suicide until you 
have seen our officer." Tho result is 
that hundreds of cases during tho 
last few months the person has abnn- 
doned tho Idea of sulcldo and accept 
oil advice given. 

In Great Bt'ttu_tn alono tho rescue 
agoncles of tho Army havo reclved 
and dealt, during tho last twelve 
months with 2,7 76 women. Of this 
number 2453 left, after a brief proba- 
tion, to make a new start in life. 
These results must lie looked upon as 
ertraordlnary and gratifying. 

The Army's; Emigrant Work. 
Another aspect of social work — al- 
though it must not for a moment bo 
associated with the operations amongst 
the destitute — Is emigration and home 
colonization work. 

Concerning the emigration work, a 
writer In the Australian Review says: 
"One of the most magnllicent de- 
partments of General Booth's work is 
his reclamation of those who by stress, 
of circumstances have been forced to: 
the wall — the iio>or of the great cities.' 
It Is a noble conception to transfer; 
people from congested populations to 
thoso parts of lino earth that aro cry- 
ing out for them . General Booth's no- 
tion of calling; the movement "a 
transference of population," rather 
than "an emigration scheme," is a 
good one. The very title given to the 
movement Is a revelation of its possi- 
bilities The Idea, is one that somo of 
the new colonics might take up. Can- 
ada has shown Its wisdom In granting 
to the Army a largo section of land 
on which to plant its transferees. 
Granted that the Army may tako the 
undertaking a financial success, it "'ell 
deserves It.." 

As a writer has well said: "Any- 
one writing the history of Britain, and 
of many other nations of the world, 
In tho latter part of the nineteenth and 
tho beginning of^the twentieth cen- 
turies, will rulia his reputation as a 
hlstorlal If he falls to elvo tho Army 
a very largt pla.ee amongst the social 
forces which havo tended to swing 
humanity with a mighty lift heaven- 
wards."
